The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need fur a third major airport 
in Chicago was clone by Ralph M, Par- 


.sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with nn Urbiinn consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officials were su anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons .study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the Jetport.

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not sc<>n the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau ol the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$30l),000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages . . . mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was lor "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


•POO,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one is for a statewide airport 


study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
114 years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30, 1971. 


Gov. 
Ogilvle's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation and former under- 
secretary 
of transportation in former 


President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he docs not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. 
OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given in 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic ds- 


mand for the Chicago-Metropolitan Area. 


—To determine whether and when ad-

A half-dozen children sat on examining 


.tables at Northwest Community Hospital, 
some with minor abrasions and one with 
a dark, black eye. They were quiet, more 
in awe than in pain. 


•• Their parents, notified of the accident 
minutes after it occurred 
yesterday 


morning, filed through the emergency 
room door. 


A frantic young mother arrived at the 


hospital from Schaumburg, where she 
was working when she learned of the 
crash. A pencil was behind her ear and a 


clerk's name tag on a lapel. 


"She was rushing out the door at work 


and told me her child had been in this 
bus wreck," said a fellow saleswoman 
who drove the worried mother to the hos- 
pital. "She was just too nervous to drive 
... I don't even knov her name." 


MOST OTHER parents were in a sim- 


ilar frenzy, until they discovered their 
child had been shaken up rather than se- 
riously injured. 


About 25 of the second graders were 


taken to the hospital for observation but 


none were hospitalized. "Anybody who 
complained about anything we brought 
here," said a Cook County Sheriff's po- 
liceman who investigated the crash. 


Nurses questioned each child to find 


out nan.'ed and "where they hurt." Sev- 
eral icepac!:s were distributed to youths 
with small bumps on their foreheads. 
And a few children were X-rayed. 


Shortly after the kids were examined, 


smiles spread across their faces. The 
majorit; of the parents looked relieved. 


Through it all, not a single child had 


cried.

Members of the Winston Knolls Home- 


owners Association soundly defeated a 
motion Tuesday calling for the group to 
actively oppose the June 10 referendum 
proposed by the Hoffman Estates Park 
District'.

referendum gains voter approval next 
week. 


"If the referendum passes and the as- 


sociation has no signed agreement, then 
we have no recourse if the park district 
does not do all the things that they say 
they will," Zimmerman stated. 


HE EXPLAINED that the association 


had received a signed letter of intent 
over a year ago outlining development 
plans for Valley Park. He said the agree- 
ment was not fulfilled. 


Park Commissioner John Meyer said 


the board had been told by its attorney 
that signing the suggested agreement 
would establish a bad precedent for the 
park district. 


"There is no way in hell that we are 


going to do anything other than what we 
have said we are going to do in this 
"area," Meyer said, adding that the group 


will have to trust the board's integrity as 
public servants in the matter. 


Fewer than 10 persons of the 75 who 


attended the meeting voted for the mo- 
tion to work against the park district's 
proposal. 


MEYER ALSO STATED that the board 


had not had a meeting to discuss the at- 
torney's advice on not signing the agree- 
ment since the advice had been received. 


In explaining the referendum plan, 


Meyer called the package "the best bar- 
gain for rising costs and shrinking dol- 
lars that he has seen." 


The park district plans to develop ten- 


nis courts, recreational fields and play 
apparatus area in the Winston Knolls in 
conjunction with the park development 
planned for all park sites in the district.

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Carpenters Authorize Strike 
Contract Talks Continue 


Talks continued yesterday between ne- 


gotiators for contractor:) and leaders' of 
four construction unions in the wake of a 
fi to t strike authorization vote by thu 
carpenters Saturdny. 


Contracts with the carpenters, brick- 


layers, cement masons mid labor unions 
expired at l':L)t n.tn.p today. Spokesmen 
for both sides, however, said there Is no 
strike expected at this time. A spokes- 
man for the Carpenters Distric Council 
of Chicago said the council opes that 
work can continue under the old contract 
and that a settlement can be reached 
soon. 


If the carpenters eventually go out on 


strike, it could force a shutdown of all 
construction work, including home con- 
struction, in all of Cook, Lake and Du- 
Page counties. 


Saturday the ItO.OOO-member 
council, 


which represents carpenters in the three 
counties, voted ti to 
I to authorize a 


strike if no settlement is reached. 


THE COUNCIL spokesman, however, 


explained the vote does not indicate 
there will be a strike. He said, "This just 
gives our negotiators the right to call a 
strike if they think it's necessary. It's 


just for leverage, so that the negotiators 
for the contractors know our people have 
the power to call n strike." 


Negotiators for both sides have said 


the talks now under way are "prelimi- 
nary negotiations." The scope of those 
discussions seems to center on what 
form the negotiations will take and who 
will speak for which group. 


The contractors arc insisting that they 


will bargain only through an association 
known as the Mid-American Regional 
Bargaining Association (MARBA). That 
group covers M smaller builders associ- 
ations in a nine county area. 


The carpenters district has said they 


can bargain only for the 40 union locals 
in Cook. Lake and DuPage counties. 
They also refuse to recognize and deal 
with MARBA, preferring to talk with the 
individual builder associations. 


Thus far, the unions seem to be win-

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Do-It-Yourself 
Here's How To Keep Your Car Healthy Yourself 


For most of us, nuto repair is some- 


thing loft to the professional, not a do-it- 
yourself chore. Yet a certain umount of 
care can be given an auto by its owner. 


It's especially important to have your 


auto in good shape for a vacation or 
weekend trip. A breakdown is bad any- 
where, but especially bad when you are 
in some strange place. 


Since auto' makers recommend fewer 


trips into the garage for routine matters 
such as lubrication and oil changes, your 
car is seen less often by a trained me- 
chanic. 


MEANWHILE, make yourself aware of 


some of the trouble spots you can find 
and correct yourself. 


How about the radiator? 
If the water is rusty or scummy it 


should be flushed out and the, water re- 
placed. An accumulation of dirt will lead 
to overheating. 


THE A1H PASSAGES in the radiator 


should be clean. Direct a stream of wa- 
ter through the radiator core from inside 
so that you can flush out the leaves, dirt 
and dead bugs. Remember, from the in- 
side out. You don't want that stuff all 


over the engine. Do this the next time 
you wash your car. 


Check the water level in your battery 


now and then. 


WHEN THE weather gets hot, do not 


overfill the radiator, battery or gas tank. 
The heat will cause the fluid to expand 
and overflow. In the case of your radi- 
ator, it could leave the water level too 
low. When the battery overflows, you will 
lose electrolyte and corrosion on the out- 
side of the battery will occur. 


Check your tire pressure but do so 


when the tires are cool. If you have been 
driving allow the car to stand a few 
hours to cool off. Heat causes pressure to 
build up in the tire. 


Do not bleed out excess air when the 


tire is hot. This could leave them badly 
underlnflated when they are cool. Follow 
the manufacturer's Instructions on tire 
pressure. Note that the pressure is differ- 
ent 'When you carry a full load of passen- 
gers. 


If you have been driving for some time 


in 'hot weather, let your engine idle a 
little before turning it off. Let it cool off. 
Drawing off some of the heat this way 


will prevent vapor lock and damage to 
engine parts.

Don't Meddle 


With Juries 


Guilty! Now Miss Ames Will Give The Minority Verdict! 


A traditional part of the Ameri- 


can judicial system which has 
served to protect persons accused 
of crimes was broken last week by 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 


In a 54 decision — a vote in 


which Nixon appointees lined up in 
a straight law and order line — the 
Court ruled that state courts can 
find a person guilty by a less-than- 
unanimous vote. 


Now it is up to state courts, ac- 


cording to the decision, to deter- 
mine what the less-than-unanimous 
vote shall be. The decision does not 
affect federal trials; Justice Lewis 
F. Powell Jr. 
said the Sixth 


Amendment, which requires "a 
speedy and public trial," intended 
federal courts to stick with unani- 
mous verdicts. 


The case came to the Supreme 


Court from Louisiana (where a 9-3 
vote can convict) and 
Oregon 


I where 10-2 votes are valid). The 
convicted defendants who appealed 
argued they cannot be proven guil- 


, ty beyond a reasonable doubt when 


three (or two) out of 12 jurors vote 
to acquit. 


They also asserted that a trial by 


a jury of one's peers is undercut 
when three jurors who may repre- 
sent the race or class of the defend- 
ant can be ignored. 


Since the 10-2 and 9-3 system has 


been in effect in both states, justice 
has apparently not been seriously 
downgraded. Indeed, Britain in 
1967 repealed its own unanimous- 
verdict law in an effort to speed up 
trials. 


t 
In the Supreme Court's decision, 


however, the interest in speed has 
produced 
a 
decision which 
is 


marked by an increasing govern- 
ment tendency to take control of 
the rights of the individual. 


The decision, in effect, can per- 


mit a state to set up an arbitrary 


number of votes under which a 
conviction can be obtained — re- 
member, most importantly, that 
decision rests in the hands of the 
state, not in the hands of the indi- 
vidual jury., 


What shall that margin be? Is 10- 


2 acceptable, or would an 8-4 or 
even a 7-5 vote be all right? The 
decision threatens the jury system 
in that it could negate the role; of 
the skeptical juror who is not con- 
vinced beyond a- reasonable doubt 
— and thus can uphold "reasonable 
doubt" for the benefit of the de- 
fendant. 


If 
decisions 
are 
occasionally 


made along racial lines — and 
there has been evidence of such ac- 
tions in the South during the civil 
rights crusade of the early 1960's — 
t h e 
Supreme 
Court's 
verdict 


threatens the minority members of 
a jury, whether they be black, 
Mexican-American, young persons 
or white, middle-class Americans. 


For example, if a black Ameri- 


can is tried in a small southern 
town, his "peers" would probably 
include other blacks — and if two 
or three sit on a jury, they deserve 
the full power, as has been part of 
American judicial history, to ex- 
ercise veto power — on the basis of 
their interpretation of the evi- 
dence. 
', 


The American judicial system 


has worked effectively ever since 
this country was founded. There is 
little reason now to discard one of 
the greatest protections for a man 
accused of a crime for the sake of 
speeding up the legal process 


There are other ways to accom- 


plish such an end. The Supreme 
Court's decision, rather than en- 
hancing our system of justice, 
threatens it by encouraging justice 
that is too easy and too ignorant of 
the basic rights of every American.

Our GOOD Local Youth 


"Why

This complaint is a familiar one 


in nearly every newspaper office 
throughout the country. Increasing 
numbers of readers are accusing 
newspapers of dwelling on

negative aspects of troubled youth 
at the expense of the positive ma- 
jority. The Herald is no exception; 
we too get our share of criticism 


To determine the 
validity of 


these 
complaints, we surveyed 


eight issues of The Herald, from 
May 10 through May 19, We found, 
in our case at least, that charges of 
negative youth reporting are in- 
accurate. 


Our study revealed that in these 


, eight sample issues The Herald 
, published a total 178 articles re- 
porting positive or constructive as- 


pects of suburban youth activity. 
Mentioned in this coverage were 
4,596 names — youngsters involved 
in scholastic achievement, athletic 
participation, 
dramatics, 
extra- 


curricular 
school 
activity, con- 


servation and environment proj- 
ects, music, art, fashion, chess 
tournaments, 
civic 
endeavors, 


part-time work programs, and the 
recent Junior Miss Pageant. An 
additional 
4f) 
articles reported 


youth involvement in summer ac- 
tivities, 
contests, 
and 
general 


school programs. 


In these same eight issues, The 


Herald carried only one story that 
cast youth in a negative or unfa- 
vorable light. The final score: 226 
to the good, 1 to the bad. 


The majority of our suburban 


youth are healthy, active, and well- 
adjusted. They are a credit to their 
families and to the community. 


Wiretapping: A Growing Threat 


Two documents arrived in the same 


day's mail early this week and brought 
with them some disquieting thoughts on 
the state of individual liberties 
these 


days. 


One 'was 'a; weekly news column com- 


piled by LI. ,Gov Paul Simon, which he 
offers 
to newspapers 
throughout the 


state. His topic this week is the spiralmg 
growth of legal wiretapping on private 
telephones. 


The other document was an analysis of 


the case of Sister Jogues Egan, now be- 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court, in which 
she contends that the government illegal- 
ly recorded her telephone conversations. 


Simon cited a recent study by the New 


York Times which reported that legal 
wiretaps increased by 37 per cent in 1971, 


Simon, like most public officials, con- 


ducts a good deal of his official and polit- 
ical business by phone and he has con- 
cluded that illegal wiretaps have grown 
more rapidly than Ihose authorized by 
the courts. 


"It is not all uncommon today," said 


Simon, "to call a public official or a per- 
son who has important responsibilties 
and ask an opinion on something — as- 
suiing him that his opinion will be kept 
confidential — and the reply comes 
back. 


"I'd be happy to tell you, but I don't 


think I should do it on the telephone.' " 


Simon also pointed out that at least one 


Springfield official, to his knowledge, has 
his telephone checked electronically ev- 
ery day to assure that it is not tapped 


He points out that it is unwarranted to 


assume that officials who feel compelled 
to follow that practice are engaged in 
any illegal practice "You should be able 
. to get on the phone," he says quite cor- 
' redly, "and denounce the President, the 
governor, the lieutenant governor and 
anyone else without fear of having it 
recorded, without fear of reprisals." 


Simon quotes the Times story, "Some 


of the judges and the police have become 
casual about authorizing wiretaps." 


If that casual attitude is doubted, con- 


sider the arguments of government attor-

Sister Egan was found in contempt of 


court for refusing to testify before a 
grand jury investigating the Harrisburg 
(Pa.) Seven. 


She contended that the government 


wanted her to testify concerning evi- 
dence, obtained through wiretapping, 
against Daniel and Philip Berrigan — 
charged with plotting to bomb the U.S. 
Capitol and kidnap Henry Kissinger. 


A Federal Court of Appeals vacated 


the contempt citation against Sister 
Egan, partly on the assumption that il- 
legal wiretapping had taken place since 
the government did not bother,to deny it. 


The appeals court also ordered a hear- 


ing to determine whether the govern- 
ment was in fact using illegally obtained 
information. 


That hearing is awaiting the Supreme 


Court review, and some of the arguments 
put forth by the government in resisting 
it are, to the layman at least, mind 
boggling. 


When the case reached the Supreme 


Court, the government finally got around 
to denying that there had been any ille- 
gal tapping. But it continued to resist 
the hearing, "on the grounds that it 
would be too time-consuming for the gov- 
ernment to have to look through all its 
eavesdropping files whenever a witness 
alleges that he was the victim of illegal, 
surveillance."' 


Too time-consuming? 
All its eavesdropping files? 
Are we being told that the U S. Gov- 


ernment does not have time to determine 
whether one of its own agencies is 
trampling on the constitutional freedoms 
of its citizens? Or simply that it is 
trampling on the rights of so many of 
them that it just can't keep track of 
them all? 


In another convoluted piece of logic,

preme Court that the Omnibus Crime 
Control and Safe Streets Act of 1968, and 
legal precedent, prohibit "the fruits of 
illegal wire-taps" from presentation to a 
grand jury. 


However, they point to a quirk in the 


law which they say means that a grand 
jury witness "has no standing" to raise 
the question. 


They note that the section of the law 


providing for motions to suppress illegal- 
ly obtained evidence does not specifically 
refer to grand juries — although the sec- 
tion which prohibits 
illegal evidence 


specifies "any trial, hearing or other pro- 
ceeding in or before any court, grand 
jury, department, officer, etc." 


The government argued that the rule 


• was designed primarily for the benefit of 
defendants, not witnesses 


In other words, if you are suspected of 


murder, illegal evidence against you can- 
not be presented to the grand jury, 
right? But if you're a witness to the mur- 
der, illegal evidence obtained by tapping 
your phone is legal, right? 


The government also argued that al- 


though Sister Egan was accused of con- 
spiring with the Berrigan -brothers, she 
was not indicted and the government had 
granted her immunity before the grand 
jury. The appeals court found that im- 
munity to be irrelevant, because the 
question was one of unreasonable search 
and seizure, not self-incrimination. 


The Court of Appeals decision uphol- 


ding Sister Egan is reassuring. 


But Stanley K. Laughlin, law professor 


at Ohio State University, who prepared 
an analysis of the case for the Associ- 
ation of American Law Schools, esti- 
mates the Supreme Court ruling will set 
an important precedent. 


"It may well be," he concludes, "that 


this is the main reason the government 
is pressing the case before the Supreme 
Court" > ' 


That is not reassuring.

Only one day after the tragic shooting 


of Governor Wallace in Maryland a 
group of "prominent" Americans set an- 
other bad example for democracy. These 
people engaged in premeditated "civil" 
disobedience in the U.S. Capitol. They 
were arrested for their illegal protest.' 
Dr. Spock and Yale Chaplain William 
Sloane Coffin, both of previous law viola-, 
tion fame, were among the,disobedients. 
On the 24th of May they-were at \i again. 


The historical record is very clear. 


Law violation, of whatever type, only en- 
courages more of the same. In recent 
days we have see, the contagious wave of 
air piracy and the campus outbreaks of 
violence spread'by example. After all, is 
there really any distinction between Ar- 
thur Bremer's uncivil disobedience and 
the disobedience of^the Dr. Spoc'k-Rev. 
Coffin type? If Spock & Coffin can put 
themselves above the law then the Bre- 


mers and Oswalds will feel they can 
also. 


Once we forget that democracy is the 


commitment to a process, the willingness 
to play by the rules of the game, then we 
risk the rule of force and anarchy. This 
country needs more civility and reason 
not unlawful disobedience of any kind. 
Only through law and order can we 
achieve freedom and justice.

Mrs. Evelyn Berry, Peotone village 


cleik, fears that an airport, if construct- 
ed near Peotone, would transform that 
tiny community (2,345 pop.) into one that

MRS. BERRY, WHO "moved to town" 


a few years ago after living for years in 
rural Will County, said the airport would 
make the village "boom overnight." She 
cited the gradual growth of the commu- 
nity (a 20 per cemt increase in population 
eveiy 10 yeais) and is leery of "a popu- 
lation combustion." 


The proposed site of the 20,000-acre fa- 


cility is less than two blocks from the red 
biick village hall "We have a nice town 


. clean with no major problems at 


all," said the bespectacled clerk. "But 
just think of an airport " 


The major annoyance for those around 


village hall these days is the clamoring 
of the Illinois Central streamliners that 
speed by the offices 
"That's enough 


noise for us," she added as the tram 
sounded its horn and continued toward 
Chicago 


Mrs. Berry says she is more concerned 


about her pepper plants than the effects 
of an -airport on the area because "I 
won't have anything to say about it any- 
way. If they decide on an airport, then 
they will put one in," she said 


But the Peotone chief of police admits 


he is worried. "If that airport comes 
heie," he said, "there will be a large 
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explosion of crime. We live in this urea 
because of the safety and the lack of 
noise and tranquility." 


A part of the Peotone unit school dis- 


trict Is located in the area that might be 
used for the airport and the three schools 
now located in the village won't be 
enough "We have to make sure schools 
don't get overcrowded," the chief said. 
"And the facilities aren't left behind " 


A NUMBER OF residents who lunch at

just west of Kenosha that could readily 
be condemned for the jet port, It is Bong 
Field, an abandoned Air Force base 
where a substantial runway was begun, 
and sewer and light installations were in- 
stalled before the Air Force decided the 
base was unnecessary. The land now is 
being used by the Wisconsin Department; 
of Natural Resources. 


"Certainly we could condemn the 


land," said Kurt Bauer, executive direc- 
tor of the Southeast Wisconsin Planning 
.Commission (SEWERPAC). "But we 
won't know until the state report is 
done." 


J. E. Wenzel, now retired, was the di- 


rector of aeronautics in Illinois when the 
Parsons study was sanctioned, but he re- 
calls several other reports to state offi- 
cials on the third Chicago airport. 


He said experts had pinpointed an area 


near Peotone, HI., as a good site for the 
jetport in Illinois. The land, just east of 
the small farming community between 
•Joliet and Kankakee and less than 25 
miles from Chicago, could tap the indus- 
trial Calumet-area market. Rail and 
highway transportation networks are lo- 
cated there, he added. 


At least a half-dozen other Illinois jet- 


port sites were discussed, Wenzel said, 
including areas southwest of Chicago, 
north of Evanston, and the Calumet area 
of Chicago. 


He said the first consideration for a" 


third Chicago airport began during Otto 
Kerner's term as governor and became1 
more serious when Sam Shapiro held a 
short tenure as governor The studies 
have continued into OgiMe's governor- 
ship 


SEVERAL PRIVATE developers have 


attempted to sell the idea of the jetport 
to residents of the small Illinois farming 


community at Peotone. Similar moves 
have been made by speculators for the 
Crown Point site in Indiana and at Bong 
Field in Wisconsin. 


All of the proposals have been met 


with opposition from residents of the 
areas. But while the residents adamantly 
are against the jetport near their homes, 
officials in three states are trying to fig- 
ure out why each of them needs it. 


State boundaries are playing an in- 


tegral part in the race to secure Chi- 
cago's third airport and some of the ex- • 
pensive, state-sponsored studies are con- 
sidered self-serving arid contradictory. 


The City of Chicago, until recently, had 


pushed for a $400 million lake-bottom jet- 
port as the answer to the apparent spi- 
ralmg demands of air traffic in Chicago 


Mayor Daley now says a new facility 


won't be necessary until the year 2000. 
All other feasibility studies have shown 
that a target date for operation of a third 
airport is 1985; meaning that construc- 
tion must begin in five years. 


Airport experts estimate that it takes 


seven to eight years to build a modern 
jetport. 


That mysterious $300,000 document 


being held under wraps by the state or 
possibly not even completed may provide 
an insight into the date another jetport 
will be needed. 


The veteran aviation director of Illi- 


nois, J E Wenzel, contends "there will 
absolutely be a third airport" But he 
isn't sure where or when it will be con- 
structed 


"You have to understand that these 


people put a lot of faith in reports," he 
said.

Speaker At DCS Plaines Forum Declares: 
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Economic Recovery 'In The Bag9

A broad-based economic recovery, con- 


tinuing throughout 1072, is "pretty much 
in 
the 
biig," 
according to Jnmcs 


O'Leary, vice chairman and economist 
for the United State!, Trust Co. of New 
York. 


O'Leary was one of the featured speak- 


eis at an oconomic forum yesterday in 
DOS Plaines. 


The session,, titled "the year ahead . . . 


piospccts and pitfall;,," was presented by 
the First National Bank of Des Plaines 


O'Leary prefaced his bullish foiecast 


with the note, "In spite of the fact that 
I feel quite optimistic, we always get sur- 
prises." 


The uncertainty of three or 
four 


months ago among businessmen and con- 
sumers is being replaced by a new op- 
timism, he said. 


"We li.ivc now signs of broad-based ex- 


pansion," said O'Leary. Ho cited first 
quatter teporls on the Gross National 
Pioduct (GNP) — total output of goods 
and seivico!, in the US. 


Based on early information, the coun- 


ttv should experience "at least a 6 per 
cent increase In the GNP this year, in 
real terms," said O'Leary. A $150 billion 
GNP is within reach, he said. 


Prices should level off fiom the post- 


freeze bulge reported early this year, ac- 
cording to the economist He predicts 
thnt price increases which serve as a 
"deflator" in terms of real national out- 


put, will level off at a 4 per cent annual 
rule of increase. 


Increased consumer spending and capi- 


tal investment as well as the continued 
boom in housing bouyed the economic 
outlook in the first quarter of this year, 
said O'Leary. The Federal Reserve 
Board's Index of Industrial Output is 
showing gams at an annual rate of 6 per 
cent and is a bellwether of economic 
gains, he added 


Ticking off the list of leading indicators 


in the economy, O'Leary said most are 
rising rapidly. These Include a pickup in 
corporate profits, a low backlog in in- 
ventories; Increased government spend- 
ing; gains in employment and a leveling 
of unemployment levels; a slight gain in 
short term interest rates; and a decline 
in bhe consumer price index. U S. bal- 
ance of payments is an uncertain in- 
dicator. 


THREE PRINCIPAL forces can keep 


these indicators on the upswing, he said. 


"First the Federal Reserve Board 


is building up the liquidity positions of its 
members and the money supply contin- 
ues to grow at an annual rate of 9% per 
cent," he said, adding that the economy 
is beginning to take this "bait of easy 
credit." 


Second the federal deficit this year will 


reach an estimated $28 billion, compared 
to the $39 billion projected earlier by the 
adrninisliration, O'Leary said. He noted 
the deficit could expand more rapidly

Confidence is on the rebound, provid- 


ing the third mainstay for the economic 
recovery, he said. Predicting that a 
negotiated settlement will be reached in 
Vietnam before the November elections, 
O'Leary t,aid "this will piovide a big 
surge in confidence " 


The whole spectrum of the economy 


will be affected by the expansion under 
way, he predicted. Coi porate profits will 
be up 16 per cent this year, after taxes, 
he predicted, back-to-back with another 
large increase next yew estimated at 12- 
13 per cent after taxes. 


THE HOUSING BOOM may lose steam 


in 1973, he forecasts. Housing starts for 
1972 are projected at 2.3 million. In 1973, 
17 million starts are expected. This will 
affect construction, home furnishings, 
appliances and other industries. 


This year's rapid economic expansion 


will reach a plateau by the end of the 
year or early 1973, predicted O'Leary. A 
decline in unemployment to the 5 per 
cent level is in sight for early 1973. A 
slight recession by late next year or ear- 
ly 1974 is possible as the nation returns 
to restraint in monetary and fiscal pol- 
icy. 


The prime rate will probably move up 


to 6 per cent at the end of this year and 7 
per cent in mid-1973, according to the 
economist. This could mean a drain on 
savings accounts in banks and savings 
and loan associations where statutory 
ceilings limit the interest paid on these 
accounts. High grade corporate bond 
rates will rise early next year, he said 
Mortgage rates are expected to remain 
stable

VILLAGE HISTORY: 
.' 


In 1787. the young Congress of the United States enacted 
an ordinance affecting the territorial status of the Midwest 
region, including Illinois. The French term Aux Plaines, 
from which the name Des Plaines was derived, applied to 
the wooded Illinois prairie west of Lake Michigan, astride 
a winding river of scenic beauty. 


Following the Blackhawk War in 1832, settlers from the 
East began their migration to this area. In 1857, the 
Wisconsin Land Company recorded a subdivision known 
as Town of Rand. In 1869 the town officially changed its 
name to Des Plaines. The first Town Board was elected in 
1870 and three years later, 1874, the village incorporated. 
Des Plaines had its industrial beginning in 1841 when 
flour was ground in Luther Jefferson's large windmill. In 
1925, Des Plaines annexed the village of Riverview and in 
so doing acquired additional lands for industry as well as 
homes. Railroad service to the city was always good and 
industrial growth was slow but steady. In 1950 the 
O'Hare Field International Airport was developed along the 
southern fringes of Des Plaines, boosting its growth phe- 
nomenally.

the changing work habits of women are 
causing many savings and loan associ- 
ations to think of women as a dis- 
tinguishable and significant part of their 
lending market, said John P. Farry, 
president of the United States Savings 
and Loan League. 


Farry. who Is also president of First 


Federal Savings and Loan Association, 
Albert Lea. Minn., testified recently be- 
fore the National Commission on Con- 
sumer Finance, which conducted a two- 
day session of hearings in Washington to 
determine the availability of mortgage

He said that while savings and loan

"Women occupy a much greater range 


of occupations and many hold much 
more responsible positions. The com- 
pensation of women has gained relative 
to that of men. It is much more common 
for women who raise families to resume 
work and to work through retirement." 


He,said there were other reasons why 


women are gaining more consideration 
in the lending market. Women tend to 
live longer than men, and the growing 
popidarity of condominiums has worked 
to reduce household maintenance and 
personal security problems. 


Farry said that a recent survey made 


by the United States League among its 
members pointed up a growing willing- 
ness on the part of savings associations 
to meet the demand for home credit 
from women. Nearly all those surveyed 
said they made loans to women — wid- 
ows, divorcees and single women. 


"It is our position — and, we believe,' 


the position of the vast majority of sav- 
ings associations — that our institutions 
should make any loan they are able to 
make," he said. "That is to say if there 
is money available to lend — and there 
have been times when money for mort- 
gages was not generally available — 
then our institutions.should stand willing 
to lend it to any borrower, male or fe- 
male, who meets reasonable quali- 
fications for a loan." 


The league president stressed the fact 


that it is fast becoming much easier for 
a woman to get a mortgage, and that 
this trend has accelerated strongly in 
just the last few years.

What's caused all these traditional, if 


unwritten, barriers against making mort- 
gages to women vanish? 


"They have not exactly disappeared," 


notes the Baird & Warner executive, 
"It's still easier for a man to get a mort- 
gage. But there is no question that wom- 
en as customers have emerged as an im- 
portant part of the real estate scene." 


Cautioning that the criteria by which 


loan applications for different types of 
housing "are too complex to risk over- 
simplifying," they suggested several cir- 
cumstances 'are behind the new trend. 


"The women's liberation movement 


has certainly had an impact by shatter- 
ing some myths about women and rein-

forcing their legal rights," the Baird & 
Warner executive believes. 


As a nation we've also done a lot of 


soul-searching. We are becoming less tol- 
erant of doing things the way we've al- 
ways done them if we can no longer jus- 
tify it. There is a strong impulse to 
change and improve things. 


THERE ARE SIGNIFICANT economic 


reasons, too. 


"There are more than 40 million work- 


ing women in our labor force who con- 
stitute a considerable portion of our na- 
tional income," it was noted. "No in- 
dustry can afford to continue to discount 
the volume of buying power." 


No less significant, at least in recent 


months, has been a strong flow of sav- 
ings into thrift institutions. This has built 
pressure on lenders to get that money 
into the market and women mortgage 
applicants are welcomed by many lend- 
ing institutions. 


The condominium boom has also 


helped more women to become their own 
landlords. Condominiums can be of the 
four-plex variety in which four individual 
units are sold in single structures that 
resemble large single-family homes or 
high-rise apartments where you buy 
rather than rent. 


Condominiums have become a popular 


alternative to renting for young couples, 
older couples whose children have left 
home, and career women. 


"The appeal of ownership seems to 


contradict the appeal of mobility which 
has become part of our society. But 
equity and the tax advantages of owning 
are no longer just vague concepts thrust 
upon young women in economics classes. 
They know what it's all about and want 
it. Through their own efforts and a gen- 
eral enlightenment we think women may 
become as important to us as real estate 
buyers as they have been as sellers," the 
Baird & Warner executive said.

Take Care In Selecting 
Air-Conditioning Unit 


Was last summer a little too hot for 


comfort? Did you swear that this year 
you would have air conditioning? Before 
you make a move in any direction, heed 
a few words of advice from the Chicago- 
land Better Heating-Cooling Council. 


In the first place remember the maxim 


from your high school science class: 
heated air rise;,, cooled air falls. If you 
follow this slogan you'll be way ahead of 
the game. 


Install all cooling outlets near the ceil- 


ing, and as the cool air falls to the floor, 
it will spread comfort all the way down. 
If you have a ducted heating system, 
don't try to combine it with cooling, the 
council warns. Unless the ducts were siz- 
ed and placed for cooling, the air won't 
get out fast enough to do much good. 
Some people try to compensate for small 
ducts by installing large fans. This rare- 
ly works and usually causes- loud vibra- 
tion noises. 


Even if the ducts are large enough, as 


long as the heating outlets are near the 
floor, only your ankles will be cool dur- 
ing the summer. 


IF THE COST of a separate overhc-ad 


air conditioning system is prohibitive, 
the council suggests other alternatives. 
Add insulation, especially in the attic. It 
will keep the warm air out during the 
summer, and conversely, it will keep the 
heat inside during the winter. The result- 
ing economy in fuel consumption will off- 
set the cost of the insulation. 


Room air conditioners are another al- 


ternative to a central system. However, 
get units with good thermostable con- 
trols, and let them run all day. Other- 
wise, it may take all night to get the 
temperature down to your confort level, 


An attic fan is a tried and proven way 


to cool off a hot house. By preventing a 
heat build-up, it keeps the house more 
comfortable. Coupled with added in- 
sulation, it can work wonders. 


And finally, the council asks you to re- 


member another science class slogan: 
light colors reflect heat, dark colors ab- 
sorb heat. Install two-sided window 
shades in rooms facing the sun. Have the 
light side face outward. It will reflect the 
rays and heat of the sun away from the 
room.

Show Outstanding Growth 


April became the second consecutive 


month in which ;i leveling off appeared 
in the exuberant growth of savings at 
savings and loan associations. Despite 
the leveling off, the gain in deposits was 
high by the standards of all recent years, 
except 1971. reports the U.S. Savings und 
Loan Leagues, 


Savings grew last month by an esti- 


mated $2.0 billion, clown 9.5 per cent 
from the $2.2 billion of a year earlier. 
The estimated $2.0 billion gain, however, 
was well ahead of the small increase of 
$;!35 million for April 1970, and 
con- 


trasted sharply with the $512 million con- 
traction seen in the same month of i!H>D. 
Over the years April has generally been 
a month ot low growth or actual loss in 


Mortgage Loan 
Delinquency 
Ratio Is Low 


Mortgage loan delinquency ratios at 


the nation's savings and loan associ- 
ations remained low during the first 
quarter of 1372 and showed a substantial 
rirnp from the same period in 1971, the 
U S. Savings and Loan League reported. 


As throughout 1971, mortgage delin- 


quencies continued to run at a rate of 
less than 1 per cent of all mortgages in 
savings and loan portfolios. 


The first quarter delinquency ratio by 


month was: January. .83: February, .81: 
and March. .7.1. Corresponding figures 
for a year ago were: January, .85; Feb- 
ruary, .89: and March, .77. 


The league bases its monthly report on 


mortgage delinquencies on a survey of 
more than 900 savings and loan associ- 
ations. It includes loans on which pay- 
ments have not been made within 60 
days of the payment date stipulated in 
the mortgage. It covers not only con- 
ventional loans, but also loans made un- 
der programs of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. 


'•With the inflation continuing and the 


unemployment picture remaining about 
the same, it is noteworthy that American 
families are maintaining this perform- 
ance with their mortgage payments," 
Norman Strunk, executive vice president 
of the league, said. "Obviously, families 
in all walks of life consider the mortgage 
as "the1 debt obligation." 


total savings. It follows the quarterly 
crediting of interest to accounts and is 
typically a month in which savers draw 
down their accounts. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, savings 


in April grew at the annual rate of $32.1 
billion, down slightly from the $:)5 billion 
of earlier this year. 


In April, loan closings continued al the 


high level of $!).!) billion, up 2,'I per cent 
from the $:t,2 billion of 12 months earlier. 


On a seasonally adjusted basis, loan clos- 
ings were running at the high annual 
rate of $45.3 billion. This high level 
brought'total closings for the first four 
months of the year to $13.3 billion, top- 
ping the $9.5 billion for the same time 
span of last year by a margin of 39.fi per 
cent. 


Loan closings edged ahead of inflows 


from savings gains and loan repayments 
in April. For some months the flows 
have been in almost perfect equilibrium, 
but in April the balance was tipped in 
favor of a moderate strain. The second 
quarter is characterized by a seasonal 
slowing in savings, and a surge in lend- 
ing. This mild imbalance in April should 
be accentuated in the period ahead, rein- 
forcing the slight up-tick in mortgage 
rates announced in several local markets 
last month. 


As residential construction and real es- 


tate approach the months of their season- 
al highs, associations are in a strong po- 
sition to sustain a high level of mortgage 
lending volume, despite the inflow-in- 
vestment relationship emerging in April. 
Associations' liquidity topped the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board's minimum liq- 
uidity requirement by $6.7 billion. 


During the first four months of the 


year associations cut their Home Loan 
Bank advances by over $2 billion. This 
brings the total volume of borrowings 
down to the level prevailing in early 
1TO. the period that preceded that year's 
disintermediation, The ability to again 
increase advances provides associations 
with a buffer to sustain lending, but at a 
high cost.

Wheeling Road. Wickes is building their 
retail furniture outlet on the west 11 
acres. They plan to offer the remaining 
21 acres for sale or have the site for 
building to suit, as an investment proper- 
ty. 


G. D. Searle & Co. was the seller of the

IMt HfcKALL) 
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Tell History Of 


Savings, Loans 


Tho United States Savings and Loan 


League offers the following history of the 
savings nnd loan industry. 


The savings and loan business in the 


U.S. traces its origins to the first British 
building societies, organized in about 
1775 and still known by that name in 
England totlpy. Tho early societies were 
largely cooperative ventures formed to 
enable workingmcn to buy homos, re- 
ports the U.S. Savings and Loan League. 


The first U.S. association was the Ox- 


ford Provident Building Society, founded 
in 1831, In Frankfort!, Pa. Each of its 37 
members agreed to save a specified sum 
each week until all members had bought 
homes, after which the society would be 
dissolved, By the end of the Civil War 
this home financing system had spread 
to many other states. 


While the sole purpose of the early 


"terminating type" of association was to 
provide homes for all members, other 
types foreshadowed the business as it is 
now operated, the U.S. league reported. 
Serial plan associations, also dating to 
pre-Civil War years, began accepting 
non-home buyers as savers. Under serial 
plans, prevalent in many states up 
through the 1920s, a series of associations 
was started periodically under the same 
name. Then industrialization and the 
growth of cities led to the creation by the 
1880s of permanent plan associations. In 
these, savers could open accounts at any 
time and withdraw funds when their 
shares reached maturity. 


Associations proliferated in the late 


19th and early 20th centuries, but the 
growth of the business remained rela- 
tively unspectacular through World War 
I. Assets crossed the $1 billion mark in 
1911 and rose to $2.5 billion by 1D20. 


During the 1920s, a housing boom and 


more urbanization inspired a rapid in- 
crease in the number and strength of as- 
sociations. Assets rose to just under $9 
billion by 1930, but the Depression hit all 
types of financial institutions with crush- 
ing impact. The number of associations 
dwindled as banks closed, savings flows 
stopped and lending came to a virtual 
standstill, 


THE DEPRESSION spawned a Hood of 


legislation 
affecting the business, in- 


cluding three measures of special impor- 
tance. These were the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Act, which established the 
Federal Home Loan Bank System, the 
Home Owners Loan Act. authorizing the 
chartering of federal associations, and 
creation of the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corp. In effect, they helped 
restructure the business from a relative- 
ly isolated movement to a nationwide 
home-credit system 
of individual in- 


stitutions with their own credit reservoir 
and insurance corporation. 


Recovery was slow and followed al- 


most immediately by the U.S. entry into 
World War II. Lending for new residen- 
tial construction other than "war hous- 
ing" was suspended, while savings began 
to pile up. But the stage was being set 
for the business's greatest period of 
growth. 


By IMS, associations had won the con- 


fidence of the nation's savers. They also 
had money to lend and the expertise to 
lend it in the "streamlined" amortized 
mortgages which they had pioneered. Be- 
tween 
1945 and 
I960, 
the 
business 


achieved its major national position on 
the savings side of the ledger, with total 
savings doubling every five years. It also 
attained its dominance in single-family 
home lending and was the major force in 


financing the growth of suburbia, 


With the 1980s came maturity and a 


new stature as a major national system 
of financial institutions. But the latter 
part of tihe decade also brought new and 
more vexing marketing conditions. In- 
flation squeezed the nation's money sup- 
ply and competition 
for savings in- 


creased. Meanwhile, spiraling. construc- 
tion and land costs and changes in the 
population mix were leading to a great- 
er emphasis on multi-family housing. 


ONE CONSEQUENCE was the imposi- 


tion In 196B of ceilings on association in- 
terest payments to savers, a move de- 
signed to assure the flow of funds to 
home buyers. Others included the author- 
ization and development of new types of 
s a v i n g s instruments >and somewhat 
broader lending powers, including au- 
thority to make more .apartment loans 
and loans on mobile homes. 


The United States Savings and Loan 


League is the oldest and largest trade 
association for the savings and loan busi- 
ness. Organized in 1892, it has 4,824 
member associations representing ap- 
proximately 97 per cent of total savings 
and loan assets. 


The League's executive offices are lo- 


cated at'lll E. Wacker Drive, Chicago, 
HI., 60611. It has another office at Perm-,

third largest type of flnnnciiil iiistltiition 
in the Uniti'd Stales find the most Impor- 
tant source of funds for private housing 
according to the U. S. Savings tind Loan 
League. 


They HIT private institutions, estab- 


lished and operated under state and fed- 
eral laws. They attract savings from 
the general public and invest them as 
full-service real estate lenders. They m'u 
the dominant institution in financing the 
sale of single-family homes, particularly 
existing homes. While there are some ge- 


ographic variations, in general the exist- 
ing home market in the U.S. depends on 
savings associations for credit.

medlaries include commercial banks, life 
insurance companies, credit unions, mu- 
tual savings banks and finance and in- 
vestment companies, Only commercial 
banks and life insurance companies have 
greater assets than savings associations. 
The main difference 
between associ- 


ations and the other intermediaries is 
that by law, regulation and custom, sav- 
ings and loan investments are concen- 
trated primarily in residential real es- 
tate. 


Associations are 
found In all U.S. 


states and possessions. All federal asso- 
ciations must be called "savings and 
loan associations." In some areas, state 
associations are called "building and 
loan 
associations," "building associ- 


ations," 
"homestead 
associations" or 


"co-operative banks," 


There were 5,650 associations in the 


U.S. at the end of 1971. They had assets 
totaling $200 billion and held savings de- 
posits totaling approximately $170 billion. 


Of their savings balances, 91.8 per cent 


was allocated to loans on homes and 
apartments. In late 1971, their mortgage 
portfolios totaled $179 billion, or 35 per 
cent of the national- debt. They held 
$137.6 billion in one-to-four family mort- 
gages, or 46 per cent Nof^ the national 
home' mortgage total and nearly three 
times as much as any other type of fi- 
nancial institution. 


In recent years, the' expansion in the 


number of savings and loan branches has 
been significant. Branches are permitted 
in 45 states and in the District of Col- 
umbia, the Virgin Islands and Puerto 
Rico. A recent overall increase in the 
number of association offices has been 
due to the opening of new branches rath- 
er than to the chartering of new in- 
stitutions. 


Like the commercial banking system, 


the savings and loan business has a dual 
system of chartering and supervision. 


Federal associations are chartered un- 


der the Home Owners Loan Act of 1933 
and supervised by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. State associations 
are chartered under state statutes and 
examined by the state's banking or sav- 
ings and loan department. As of Sept. 
30, 1971, there were 3,605 state-char- 
tered associations and 2,054 federals. 
Assets held by the two types of assoc- 
iations were about equal. 


By law, all federal associatons are mu- 


tually owned. However, some states al- 
low the chartering of permanent stock 
associations. 


Latest figures indicate there were 21 


states with permanent stock associations. 
California was the leader, with $21.6 bil- 
lion in assets held by stock associations. 
Nationwide, stock associations represent- 
ed 12.4 per cent of all associations and 
held 20.7 per cent of the assets of the 
business. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank System 


is the business's central credit facility. 
Somewhat similar to the Federal Re- 
serve System, 11 has a three-man board 
in Washington and 12 regional banks. 
Board members arc appointed by the 
President, subject to the approval of the 
Senate. Operations are financed primar- 
ily through the sale of capital stock to 
member associations and the sale of con- 
solidated obligations in the capital mar- 
kets. 


The regional banks can make short- 


term and long-term advances to member 
associations. 
All federal 
associations 


must belong to the system. Member- 
ship for state associations is optional, but 
most belong. The FHLB is also respon- 
sible for the administration of the Feder- 
al Savings and Loan Insurance Corp. 


Savings at associations are insured by 


the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance 
Corp. This agency provides coverage 
identical to that provided by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp., which insures 
bank deposits. 


In late 1969, Congress increased this 


coverage to $20,000. When the FSLIC 
was established in 1934, the maximum 
coverage was $5,000. This was raised to 
$10,000 in 1950 and to $15,000 in late 
1966. 


All federal associations must have 


FSLIC insurance. Coverage is optional 
for state associations, but nearly all full- 
time state associations have it. At the 
end of 1970, there were 4,365 insured as- 
sociations, representing 96.6 per cent of 
the nation's savings and loan assets. 
Three states — Massachusetts, Ohio and 
Maryland — have insuring agencies for 
their state-chartered associations. 
( 


All associations have boards of direc- 


tors formulating general policies and 
managing officers who carry out those 
policies. Primarily, associations solicit 
savings from the household sector of the 
economy. Nearly all accounts at associ- 
ations are^ owned by individuals alone or 
jointly. 


Juast as in banks, accounts at savings 


associations are issued in the form of de- 
posits, and payments to savers are called 
interest. The "deposit" terminology was 
incorporated in the Housing and Urban 
Development Act of 1968 and became ef- 
fective in 1969. By recognizing that sav- 
ings and loans are depositor institutions, 
Congress followed the precedent of many 
recent court decisions holding that there 
is no difference between a savings depos- 
it in a bank and in a savings association. 


During the 1950s and most of the 1960s, 


the major savings instrument as associ- 
ations was the regular passbook account. 
However, recent changes in regulation 
and practice now enable associations to 
issue a variety of accounts and cehifi- 
cates. These differ in interest rate to be 
paid, the term over which the account 
must be held and the minimum balance 
required. 


Payments, prepayments and liquida- 


tions on loans outstanding are a more 
important source of mortgage money 
than is generally realized. In 1970, for 
instance, they totaled $11 billion, or 51.5 
per cent of the total available for new 
loans. During the "money crunch" of 
1966 they accounted for 77.6 per cent of 
all loan closings. Loan repayments make 
it possible to maintain lending programs 
even when savings flows are drastically 
curtailed. 


In addition, associations can borrow 


from their regional Federal Home Loan 
Banks. In "tight money" periods, these 
advances may be substantial. 


Associations are required to maintain 


reserves and short-term liquidity to meet 
day-to-day demands for withdrawals. 
These requirements are spelled out in 
FHLB regulations and are modified to 
meet changing conditions. 


Since the end of World War II, the 


housing market has been one of the larg- 
est users of borrowed'funds in the Amer- 
ican economy. Savings associations tow- 
er over all,other lenders in extending 
credit to that market. 


As a rule it is not necessary to be a 


• saver at an association'in order to obtain 
a loan. Buyers of used homes usually ap- 
ply to the association directly. In the 
case of new homes, an association may 
finance the builder of an entire tract and 
then finance buyers of homes in that 
tract. 
, All homes and apartment buildings fi- 
nanced by associations, involve residen- 
tial mortgages in which the lender has a

Most home loans made by associations 


are "conventional"; that is, private con- 
tracts in which the lender assumes all 
the risk. But associations also make 
loans insured by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration or guaranteed by the Veter- 
ans Administration. 


Nearly all home loans made by associ- 


ations are now amortized. Borrowers re- 
pay the loans in fixed monthly payments 
for terms of up to 30 years. 


Associatons can also invest a portion of 


their funds in mortgage loans on apart- 
ment buildings, condominiums, land de- 
velopment, 
hotels, motels, churches, 


shopping centers and industrial parks. 
They can lend on large projects jointly 
with other associations, including partici- 
pation loans with associations in other 
/parts of the country. They can make 


loans on savings accounts and for mobile 
homes, home improvements and college 
educations. They can invest without limit 
in United States government bonds. 


Other services which associations pro- 


vide for their customers include check- 
cashing privileges, travelers checks, safe 
deposit boxes, customer lounges, and 
meeting rooms for local civic organiza- 
tions.

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Strong Deposit Growth In Banks Outside Major Cities 


The Federal Reserve Bank of Chicago 


recently reported on deposits, loan de- 
mnnd nnd other activities at seventh dis- 
trict banks. 


Banks outside major cities of the five 


district states enjoyed a strong deposit 
growth pattern during the first four 
months of 1972, The net decline In de- 
mand deposits was less than usual In 


four states, and Illinois member banks 
outside Chicago actually registered a 
slight increase. The seasonal decline in 
the early part of the year is usually 
smaller in Illinois than In the other 
states. 


Growth in time deposits over the same 


period, although less than the unusually 
large increases last year, was relatively 


InrgeY than in early 1970 except in Wis- 
consin, where the 1070 gains were strong-, 
cst. Total deposits for all member banks 
outside the five major cities rose 2.9 per 
cent in the first four months of 1972,', 
compared with a gain of 3.3 per cent and 
a decline of 1.9 per contain the same peri- 
ods of 1971 and 1970, respectively. 


BUSINESS LOAN demand is stronger 


than three months ago at three-fourths of 
the largest district banks. Reporting in 
the mid-May survey of lending practices, 
officers at 11 of the 15 reporting banks 
described demand for commercial and 
industrial loans as stronger than season- 
al. Furthermore, 80 per cent of the banks 
foresee stronger demand during the next 
three months. Three months ago, only 40 


per cent of the respondents foresaw 
stronger demand. Not since prior to the 
1969 business loan expansion has such a 
large majority of district banks reported 
stronger loan demand and expectations 
of future strength.

Deposit turnover at district banks in- 


creased in April to a seasonally adjusted 
annual rate of 77.7, compared with 74.3 
for the fourth quarter, of 1971 and the 
first quarter of 1972i District deposit 
turnover — debits to demand deposits of 
individuals, businesses, and state and lo- 
cal governments divided by average de- 
mand deposit balances — is heavily 
weighted by turnover at large banks in 
major cities, which account for about 90 
per cent of district debits. 


The turnover rate at Chicago banks 


was 104.2 in April, compared to a first- 
quarter rate of 99.7. At banks in district 
areas outside the five major cities, the 
turnover rate rose from 33.7 in the first 
quarter to 34.9 in April. 


PERSONAL TIME and savings depos- 


its at commercial banks in 16 selected 
areas of the seventh district increased 
4.6 per cent during the. first quarter. De- 
posits at savings and loan associations in 
the same areas increased 5,3 per cent. In 
ten of the 16 areas, bank deposits grew 
at a faster rate than S&L shares, but in 
Chicago and Detroit — the two areas 
with ,,the largest dollar volume of deposits 
— S&Ls did better. 


In Chicago, deposits at S&Ls increased 


5.5 per cent, compared to 4.7 per cent at 
banks. In. Detroit, the increases were 5.5 
per cent and 4.1 per cent, respectively. 


Average rates charged on small short- 


term noninstallment loans to businesses 
and on short-term farm production loans 
were slightly higher in April than in 
Mardi, but April rates on consumer in- 
stallment credit were below March rates. 


The monthly rate information consists 


of unweighted averages of the most com- 
mon effective annual rate reported to the 
Federal Reserve System by a nationwide 
sample of 370 insured commercial banks 
on selected types of loans made during 
the first full calendar week of each 
month. 


April averages for the loan categories 


covered, which exclude large business 
loans and mortgages, were 6 to 49 basis 
points below the January survey rates. 


The largest decline since January oc- 


curred on 84-month loans on mobile 
homes — down from 10.94 per cent to 
10.45 
per cent. The smallest decline, 6 


basis points, occurred in. the. rate on 
short-term loans for farm production, op- 
erating expenses other than feeder cattle 
operations. Rates on such loans averaged 
7.57 
per cent in April. As in previous 


months, the lowest rates reported were 
on short-term business loans of $10,000 to 
$25,000. These averaged 7.21 per cent in 
April, compared to 7.31 per cent in 
January.

If your dog sleeps witli you, don't buy

Even though you own a lap dog he may

Rumors to the contrary, people are 


still buying water beds and even request- 
ing them in hotels. The Marriott Motor 
Hotel has five, and when the manage- 
ment asked if I'd like to try one, I sput- 
tered, "Yes." You see, in my age brack- 
el (approaching, or in the twin bed 
stage) people just don't buy water beds. 
None of my friends own one and this was 
a golden opportunity. 


LIKE MANY OF THE curious I had 


seen them in furniture stores. I even sat 
on1 one and flopped backwards, but with 
feel firmly planted on the deck. And I 
must admit I had a number of questions. 


What does one do if the bed springs a 


leak — stick your finger in the hole like 
the little Dutch boy? And does the tick- 
ing wear out? And how does one tuck in 
the sheets and blankets, and is there 
such a thing as a water piEow? Or don't 
you need a pillow? 


Water gels mighty cold (as in cold hot 


water bottles) so how do they keep the 
bed warm? I knew it couldn't be by gas 
burner underneath, but does one's double 
indemnity pay 
off in case of elec- 


trocution? 


First things first. 
The ticking is made • of a strong 


seaworthy rubber or plastic and they sell 
patches so you aren't likely to end up in 
Davey Jones' locker. To stay on the dry 
side you probably should avoid using 
pins in your pajamas. 


THE MATTRESS OF water sets in a 


waterproof, Fiberglass bullchead which 
frames the sides and bottom. Besides 
catching drips, I suspect the frame also 
keeps the mattress from taking the 
shape of a big blob. 


You don't tuck in the sheets. The mat- 


tress is too heavy to lift. Just stuff them 
between the mattress and the frame. 
And while the hotel didn't have water 
pillows, I suppose someone \ will be in- 
venting them soon. They already sell kits 
from which to construct your own bed. 


A hidden electric coil (insulated well, 


I'm sure) is hidden some place under the 
frame and keeps the water at a constant 
comfortably warm temperature day as 
well as night. It takes hours to heat that 
much water (approximately 185 gallons) 
and during a brown or blackout Ihe bed 
would be uncomfortably cool. 


ELECTROCUTION seems unlikely un- 


less you slash the mattress with an elec- 
tric knife that has faunty wiring — in 
which case your survivors might have to 
dicker for the settlement. 


The weight of the bed is tremendous — 


something like 1509 pounds plus, not 
counting the frame, so you can't rear- 
range the furniture loo oflen. 


The weight poses another problem, too. 


Like some apartment landlords prohibit- 


ing the beds lest the floor collapse and 
you suddenly become too neighborly with 
the couple below. 


Except for the downstairs neighbors 


you might also have the same problem 
at home unless you have a concrete slab 
house. 


So if you are thinking of buying a wa- 


ter bed, or if you merely wish to sound 
worldly on the subject of beds, you might 
stay a night or two at the Marriott. Now 
do give it an honest test. No fair having 


too many cocktails and no fair taking a 
nap before leaving home! 


NO, WE'RE NOT GOING to buy a wa- 


ter bed. It was great, but I still want to 
try the astronauts' zero gravity sleeping 
.accommodations, 
and 
when 
they're 


available I'm sure the Marriott will have 
them. 


Meanwhile, we're still sleeping on our 


big, round bed, where instead of partici- 
pating in water sports, our four-legged 
bunkmates go in more for track, merely 
jogging around a few laps now and then.

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A Paddock Review 


Arlington Staging Of 'Salesman' 
Captures Play's Emotions, Drama 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


When the opening of a play is post- 


poned for more than a week and word Is 
circulated thnt the renowned playwright 
is in town to iron out last minute kinks, 
expectations for that production rise con- 
siderably. 


The play in focus is "Death of a Sales- 


man." the playwright of course, Arthur 
Miller, and the outcome? It is good, 
strong in feeling nnd n production with 
which the audience can identify emo- 
tionally. Overall, the play is well worth 
the extra week of waiting. 


It is a triumph for the play itself, al- 


ready a legend, to have a performance 
match its intensity and mastery. 


IT IS A TRIUMPH also for the well- 


chosen cast, In particular Jack Warden, 
that they are able to portray the emo- 
tional heights and feeling represented in 
the play. 


And it is a feather in the cap for Ar- 


lington Park Theatre, which has depend- 
ed on comedies since its opening a year 
ago. to have so successful a production 
in the first true drama the theater has 
staged. 


"Death of a Salesman1' takes place in 


the 1940s and concerns a man, Willy Lo- 
man, who at 63 looks back at lu's broken 
life and wonders . . . where did he go 


wrong, why did success pass him by? 


Attempting to effece all visible traces 


of defeat, Willy finds himself, at last, 
tired, lost and most of all inadequate and 
unimportant. He revolves in a dream 
world, fantasizing grandeur and living on 
false impes and a great deal of pride, 


WILLY LOMAN haunts us all. Fear of 


failure, trying to make the grade, long- 
ing to be well-liked and understood are 
what makes this play so timeless, what 
makes it relevant to any decade. 


And Jack Warden as Willy manages to 


catch every bit of deep-rooted despair 
and frustration. 


Willy Lomnn is finished. His work is no 


longer productive. Thirty-four years as 
a salesman with the same company is 
insignificant. His business associates are 
gone or have no use for him. The same is 
true of his sons. 


In retrospect we are able to see the 


mistakes Loman has made, the distorted 
values he has instilled in his two sons 
and the empty thirst for quick success 
and recognition. 


You could say Willy is his own un- 


doing. 


BUT WE CAN also sympathize with 


the man for being a hungry human being 
who is striving to attain the celebrated 
"image" characterized by money and re- 
spect.

ents your body needs, and at the same 
time is a great way to show children the 
secret of seeds, 


"A SPROUTING GRAIN is unique. It 


is the only foodstuff which we can hu- 
manely consume while the life force is 
still vibrant. A seed that is sprouting has 
within its kernel the essence of life — it 
is steeped in self-creation." So says Jane 
Kinderlehler in her book, "Confessions of 
a Sneaky Organic Cook," subtitled, "Or 
How to iMake Your Family Healthy When

Book Club selection to all who not only 
want to grow organically, but take it one 
step further and cook organically, too. 


Seeds to sprout include sunflower, 


wheat, radish, parsley, mung, mustard, 
oats, corn, barley, lentils, green peas, 
lima beans, chick peas, lima beans, wa- 
tercress, soy, alfalfa. Use them in soups, 
salads, chopped meat dishes, in chop 
suey, stews-, casseroles, egg foo yung. 


TO SPROUT YOUR seeds, put them In 


a Mason jar, fill it half full of tepid wa- 
ter, let stand over night. In the morning 
rinse off the water (Use the excess water 
on house plants. Do the same with water 
you drain off cooked vegetables.) Rinse 


seeds two or three simtes a day until 
they are ready to harvest. You can also 
sprout them in a bowl, wrapped in layers 
of cheesecloth. 


Use your own judgment when you 


think it is harvest time, but don't wait 
too long — never over a a week. Wheat 
sprouts taste "grassy" when the sprout 
gets too long. Mung beans (they are the 
ones used in chop suey in great Chinese 
restaurants) are best when 1% inches to 
3 inches long. Alfalfa is tops when green 
leaves develop. 


While it is sprouting, a soybean, for ex- 


ample, undergoes a 553 per cent increase 
in Vitamin C. The Vitamin B2 content 
skyrockets 1350 per cent in oats. And the 
niacin in mung bean quadruples. (Niacin 
is the nutrient we all need from our food 
that prevents fatigue, dizziness, nervous 
tension.) When you buy a package of 
Fearn sprouting seeds, recipes are en- 
closed. 


AND IF YOU WANT to know some 


other super nutritional vegetables to 
grow in your garden this year, these get 
my vote: Vitamin B — sunflower seeds, 
peanuts. Vitamin B is the vitamin that 
helps prevent eye tics, abdominal pains, 
depression. 


High K, the blood-building vitamin, is 


produced in spinach, kale, cauliflower, 
green peas, carrot tops, cabbage; Vita- 
min A, for healthy eye tissue, is contin- 
ued in carrots, squash, sweet potatoes. 


Vitamin C helps fight invasions that 


break dwon the body's resistance to in- 
fections and is found in peppers, water- 
cress, strawberries, raspberries, kale, 
kohlrabi, raw cabbage, broccoli (espe- 
cially the leaf), spinach, onions, sprouts, 
dandelion greens, turnip greens and the 
rose hips after your roses go to seed —- 
that is, if you don't "spray" your roses. 


I could tell you lots more about the 


nutrients in the vegetables you grow, but 
let's save that for some other time.

"Attention must finally be paid to such 


a man," she cries to her sons. "He is 
only a little boat looking for a harbor." 


SCOTT MARLOWE is also excellent/as 


Biff, the first offspring, the former pride 
and joy of his father, the big high school 
football hero who finally identified his fa- 
ther's dream as rotten and rejected it 
and all the values tied to it. His father 
can't accept that, Biff can't accept his 
father. 


The confrontations been the two men 


throughout the play are beautifully exe- 
cuted. 


Happy, the other grown son played by

you'll need to consider two variables in 
planning meals — good nutrition and ap- 
petitie appeal Nutrition guides such as 
the USDA Daily Food Guide and a dash 
of imagination in planning can go far to- 
ward meeting both needs.

diet are proteins, vitamins, minerals, 
carbohydrates, and fats. To include these 
nutrients in daily menus, follow the nu- 
tritional recommendations calling for 
minimum servings from four food groups 
— milk and milk products; moat, cheese, 
and other high protein foods; vegetables 
and fruits; and enriched or whole grain 


breads and cereals. 


THE SECOND criterion in good meal 


planning is appetite appeal This comes 
automatically when you serve your fami- 
ly foods they enjoy. Interesting meals 
have variety and contrast — hot foods 
with cold foods, contrast in color, tex- 
ture, and flavor, and variety in size and 
shape. Any garnishes or unique presenta- 
tion you can provide also increases appe- 
tite appeal Serve a variety of foods to 
avoid day-to-day monotony and try new 
recipes and new foods. 


Creative use of leftovers gives a new 


twist to familiar foods, stretches your 
food dollar, and cuts waste. For instance, 
when you plan to serve a turkey or roast, 
decide what dishes to make with the re- 
mainder. A larger cut of meat, bought 


with two or three meals in mind, is al- 
most always more economical than pur- 
chasing separate items Packaged din- 
ners come in handy when wisely teamed 
with leftovers. A macaroni and cheese 
dinner, for example could be the base for 
a tasty ham casserole Left-over turkey 
can be cubed and added to packaged 
noodles almondine for a delicious lunch- 
eon entree.

Milk and dairy products are being fea- 


tured on this month's U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Plentiful Foods List. 


Other plentifuls on the June list are 


broiler-fryers, eggs and split peas 


According to USDA reports, milk' pro- 


duction has been increasing since March 
and expected to reach its peak this 
month Because of previous lower whole- 
sale prices, nonfat dry milk and cheese 
should be attractive buys this month 


If dairy products are going to be in- 


cluded in June menus a brief review on 
cooking with and caring for the products 
is in order 


Fluid milk, cream and cultured milk 


products are at their very best in flavor 
and nututive value when they are kept 
clean, cold and tightly covered Rinse off 
the carton and dry with a clean cloth 
before placing it in the coldest part of 
your refrigerator (40 degrees). Keeping 
the dairy products tightly covered will 
prevent absorption of odors and flavors 
from other foods in the refrigerator. 


Don't let milk and cream stand in the 


light because it destroys riboflavin and 
may cause an off-flavor. Put these prod- 
ucts in the refrigerator as soon as pos- 
sible after they are purchased or clelw-

long enough to measure the amount 
needed for immediate use. 


Don't mix new milk with old unless 


you're going to use it immediately. And 
don't put unused milk back in the origi- 
nal container once it has been removed 
from it; store this milk m a separate 
container. 


Canned milk can be stored at room 


temperature until opened Then refrig- 
erate it like fresh milk 


Keep dry milk at 75 degrees or lower, 


if possible, until reconstituted; then treat 
it like fresh milk. Close the package im- 
mediately after using If the milk powder 
is exposed to moisture in the air during 
storage, it may become lumpy and stale. 


I<'OR BEST FLAVOR, use fluid milk 


and sour cieam within three to five days 
and cultured products within two or 
three days. Unopened jars of sterilized 
cream can be kept for several months m 
the refrigerator, but after opening, use it 
within ten days. Pressurized cans of 
whipped cream may be kept for several 
weeks 


Milk that has been frozen for a month 


or less can be used although the flavor 
and appearance may be changed. Do not 
freeze sour cream, yogurt, evaporated 
milk or cream 


Lower temperatures are recommended 


when you're cooking dishes in which 
milk is the main ingredient. If milk is 
cooked at too high a temperature for too 
long a lime, some of the protein coag- 
ulates into a surface film or a coating on 
the sides of the pan. Also, off-flavors 
may develop and the milk may scorch. 


Heat milk over low heat or in a double 


boiler, being careful not to let it boil. 
Casseroles cooked in the oven should be 
baked at low temperatures and custards _ 
set in a pan of hot water

Cut 
into la'inch slices, separate and soak in 
milk for 30 minutes. 


Drain onion slices and dip in Mi cup 


flour mixed with <-j teaspoon salt. Fry 4 
to 6 minutes in deep fat pre-heated to 370 
degrees Drain on paper towelling and 
serve on small paper plates lightly salted 
to 6 or 8 people, 


Another interesting appetizer Is to 


spread peeled slices of avocado with pea- 
nut butter. Dip in flour, then beaten egg, 
then fine bread crumbs and fry at 375 
degrees until golden brown. Sprinkle 
with salt and serve. 


FOR A MAIN course try these olive- 


stuffed chicken rolls which I think are 
superb even though they take a little ad- 
vanced preparation. For 12 servings of 2 
rolls each, which will be more than 
ample except for hearty eaters, skin and 
bone 24 halves of chicken breasts or 12 
whole brests which can be split. 


Place each piece between pieces of 


«cix paper and pound until thin and uni- 
form Salt lightly and chill Grate finely 
t'_ pounds of Swiss cheese and mix with 
l''i cups of chopped ripe olives. Add 4 to 
B drops of pepper or hot sauce to your 
taste. Place a heaping tablespoon of the 


cheese-olive mixture on each piece of 
chicken breast and roll meat around it, 
tucking in ends. Secure with toothpicks if 
necessary. Dust each roll lightly in flour, 
then dip into beaten egg and roll in fine 
soft bread crumbs. Fry in deep fat 7 to 
10 minutes at 325 degrees, until lightly 
browned and cooked through. Don't over- 
cook or use higher heat since this will 
make the rolls dry. 


FOR DESSERT, try fruit fritters. 


Make a rather thin batter. Sift together 1 
cup flour, 1/4 teaspoon salt, and a dash of 
cinnamon. Beat 2 eggs until fluffy. Add 2 
teaspoons sugar, 2/3 cup (or more) milk, 
1 teaspoon salad oil, a dash of lemon 
( o r 
brandy). Add the 
flour 
and 


stir. Heat fryer to 370 degrees Dip fi Hit 
pieces — fresh peeled apricot halves, 
chunks of peeled banana, fresh peeled 
peach halves,, well drained pineapple 
chunks—into the batter and lift out with 
a slotted fork letting batter drain off. 
Lower carefully into fat and fry until just 
lightly browned, about 3 minutes. Dram 
on paper toweling and sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar 


Fritters always require a little testing 


for proper consistency of the batter and 
frying time. Anyway you'll have fun with 
these and other recipes which you may 
create yourself for an outdoor cookout 
with deep-fat frying Use vegetable oils 
or s-hortening for best results.

Using a fork, mix egg yolks with milk 


and sugar in a pot. Mix well. Bring to a 
boil, stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat and add gelatin which has been soft- 
ened in cold water. Stir until dissolved. 
Let cool. 


Beat egg whites until stiff and fold into 


cooled, cooked mixture. Fold this into 
cottage cheese. Whip cream and fold into 
cheese mixture. 


Pour into crumb-lined pan. Sprinkle re- 


maining crumbs on top. Store in refrig- 
erator at least 24 hours before serving.

Actually, Virginia Hardy's Oven is a 


little shop where fresh pies and bread 
are baked daily on the premises. . .not 
by somebody's grandmother but, a pro- 
fessional baker. 


Kerry Masada, a graduate ot the 


American Institute of Baking, Chicago, is 
manager/baker at the store. 


Kerry is adding a professional touch 


and re-capturing the art of pie baking. 
He is currently offering about 30 differ- 
ent kinds of pie, although not all kinds 
are baked everyday. 


The menu includes apple, cherry, blue- 


berry, apricot and other fruits, nine 
types of cream pies, many 
Bavarian 


creams, cream cheese pies with fruit 
toppings, meringues, and specialties such 
as black bottom, pecan, sour cream rai- 
sin, fresh fruit salad and others. 


Kerry always uses seasonal fresh 


fruits whenever possible and currently 
has an elegant strawberry supreme pie 
on the menu Large fresh strawberries 


are added for decoration 


The patries at Virginia Hardy's are 


always fresh for none of the baked goods 
are kept longer than 24 hours Any prod- 
ucts leftover are donated to the North- 
west Opportunity Center and used within 
a day. 


Because freshness and quality are 


stressed at the pie shop, Kerry does not 
use any preservatives m the baked prod- 
ucts 


Besides pies, Kerry has established a 


line of homemade breads. Varieties in- 
clude buttermilk white, 100 per cent 
whole wheat, Swedish limpa rye, raisin 
walnut, date pecan and Jewish egg twist. 


Not all of the kinds are baked every- 


day but can be ordered. 


Meat pies are also being added to the 


stock. Steak and mushroom, chicken, 
and beef pies can now be ordered, ac- 
cording to Kerry.

A private consulting firm has been 


pnid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen, 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M, Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbann consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of 'the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been corn- 
' piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS REPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Airport Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not seen the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages .. . mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of. 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work on the study since the first of the 
ye'ar. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was for "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the slate on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


$300,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois Ail-port Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one is for a statewide airport 


study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
11/2 years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30,1971. 


Gov. Ogilvie's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation and former under- 
secretary of transportation in former 
President Johnson's administration. 


• Robson said copies of the study "are in 
several state- offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be 'released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The' governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de- 


mand for the Chicago Metropolitan Area. 


—To determine whether and when ad-

"Those three movies will eliminate ex-

No-parking restrictions will also be put

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Doubt Role In Decentralization Study 


Members of the High School Dist. 214 


Board of Education expressed doubts 
Tuesday about participating in a study 
that would bring up to $1 million to the 
district and give Prospect High School 
its own school board for three years. 


The board, meeting as a committee of 


the whole, heard the decentralization 
study described by James Elsbery. di- 
rector of the Illinois Department of Ur- 
ban Education. If the board agrees to 
participate, it will receive grant money 
for educational programs for the whole 
district of between $500,000 and SI mil- 
lion. 


F r> I I n w i n K Elsbcry's presentation, 


board members expressed fears that Ihe 
board would bt- stuck with the program 
after thri-e years whether it worked or 
not mid pointed wit Dist. 214 does not 
have many of the problems associated 
with urban school districts. 


The board will further consider the 


study at its regular mooting Monday at f! 
p.m. [f it agrees to participate, the study 
will lie-in in September. 


For the purpose of the study, parents 


in the Prospect High School area would 
elect their own local school board, which 
would reeeive decision-making powers 
from the Dist. 2M board. Elsbery cx- 
plained. It is not certain what role the 
local board would play. 


THE DEPARTMENT of Urban Educa- 


tion would then study Prospect in com- 
parison to Arlington High School for 
three years to see if the local'board con- 
trol bas any effect on the quality of edu- 
cation. Elsbei'y said. 


Th<- i|iree-yo;ir study was authorized 


last ye;ir by the Illinois (jt.-ncral Assem-

Only the largest school districts in the 


state are eligible for the study. Besides 
Dist. 214 others are Chicago, Decatur, 
Elgin, East St. Louis, Rockford, Spring- 
field and Peoria. 


Elsbery said the results "of the three- 


year study will be used to draw up legis- 
lation on decentralization. "We want to 
find out if it makes any difference to stu- 
dents when the parents become more 
critically concerned with the education 
at the school," he said. "We also want to 
find out at what critical point in sine a 
district should start thinking about de- 
centralizing." 


Past decentralization efforts, including 


the New York City schools, "have been 
done for all the wrong reasons," said El- 
sbery. The study, he said, will be con- 
ducted before a crisis develops so "we 
can take some quiet but solid looks at the 
systems." 


HE SAID HE realized Dist. 214 has 


some decentralization in it's seven high 
schools, but added he still thinks its par- 
ticipation would be valuable. "It is clear 
that the issues around decentralization 
go beyond the problems of the inner 
city," he said. "If the only thing you 
could get out of this is the money, I'd be 
the first to say you shouldn't do it." 


Elsbery pointed out that even in subur- 


ban systems like Dist. 214, "you have 
students who do not read very well, who 
are failing or just getting by." He said 
most drop-outs both in the inner city and 
the suburbs leave school in about the 
10th grade. 


After Elsbery's presentation, several 


board members expressed reservations 
about the program because of the short 
length of time in which it would have In 
be implemented and because Dist. 214 is 


not a truly urban school district. 


"I think we are simply in this as a 


fluke," board member Richai-d Bachhu- 
ber said. "If we had 1,000 fewer students 
we wouldn't be involved. I think we have 
nothing to'gain and a lot to lose." 


Board member Jack Matthews added 


thai "once we get into a program like 
this we're sluck with it whether it works 
or not." 


Supt. Edward Gilbert said he was con-

A private consulting firm has been 


paid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen. 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M. Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbann consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter u City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. • 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the slate 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in'whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS KEPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Ail-port Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not seen the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft'stages .. . mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was for "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


$300,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 
'This one is for a statewide airport 
study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
IVfe years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30,1971. 


Gov. Ogilvie's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation and former under- 
secretary of transportation in former 
President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated ah- traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


leajse but speculated it may take several 
months. 
, 


GOV. OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Hobson. 
said several bids were received on the 
contract.* 


"The governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de- 


mand for the Chicago Metropolitan Area. 


—To determine whether and when ad-

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Denies Pal-Waukee Violates Permit

Pal-Waukee airport owner George J. 


Priester was called to testify yesterday 
in the second day of a trial dealing with 
a suit contesting the length and construc- 
tion of a jet runway at the airport. 


Priester, called as a witness by the 


Cook County State's Attorney's office and 
the Village of Wheeling, told the court he 
doesn't believe he is violating a special 
use permit issued for the NNW-SSE run- 
way at Pal-Waukee. 


The suit filed by the county and the 


village alleges that by extending the run- 


way longer than 5,000 feet, and allowing 


< planes heavier than 60,000 pounds to land 


at the airport, Priester is endangering 
residents of the Wheeling area 


The suit seeks fines against the airport 


as well as a redefinition of the runway 


Priester testified tor most of the after- 


noon yesterday. He will resume the stand 
again at 11 this morning. He said yester- 
day that when he purchased Pal-Waukee 
in 19&3 mostly small planes landed on the 
2,000-foot long gravel runway, which was 
replaced in 1964 by the new jet runway. 


Priester said he purchased 81 addition- 


al acres of farmland to extend the run- 
way In 1963 he asked the county to allow 
him to build a 5,500-foot runway. 


Priester argued with Robert Sarnoff, 


assistant states attorney, over the reason 
for the new runway. He maintained he 
wanted it for "higher performance" air 
craft, but not necessarily for larger or 
heavier planes. 


"Jets require more margin of safety," 


he told the court His testimony was dis- 
puted by Sarnoff, who quoted from the 
1963 Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals hearing on the runway extension.

The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport.

Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. OGILV1E, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 


' contract. 


"The governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study.

A standing room only crowd watched 


la»t night as the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission voted 10-2 to recommend de- 
nial of a special use permit for a profes- 
sional motorcycle race at Arlington Park 
Race Track Sept. 9. 


The motion to deny the r/ermit was 


predicted on the commission's feeling 
that the race would create a nuisance 
and further that the petitioner had not 
fulfilled requirements of the special use 
permit. 


Those requirements include proving 


beyond a reasonable doubt that granting 
of the special use permit is necessary 
and desirable in the interest of public 
convenience and general welfare to the 
community. 


Tom Rivera, publicity director for Ar- 


lington Park told the commissioners the 
race track planned to make several mod- 
ifications in the running of this year's 
Yamaha Gold Cup Race. 


THESE INCLUDED operating lights 


along the backstretch of the track at half 
brilliance, limiting time trials to two 
hours before the start of the race, use of 
a chemical on the track to keep down 
dust and eliminating a motorcycle stunt 
act at the end of the race to shorten the 
overall lime of the event. 


Rivera stressed the economic impor- 


tance of the motorcycle race to Arlington 


Park and the Village of Arlington 
Heights. Based upon a $90,000 gate at 
least year's race, Rivera estimated the 
village received about $2,700 in tax reve- 
nues. 


A number of residents and Robert C. 


Hultquist, acting city attorney for Roll- 
ing Meadows, spoke in opposition to the 
race. 


"The people of Rolling Meadows have 


always known Arlington Heights as the 
city of good neighbors," Hultquist said.

The Great Airport Crunch: Two More Will Be Needed

A private consulting firm has been 


paid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen. 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter • 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M. Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbana consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS REPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Airport Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says,he has not seen the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages . . . mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the i manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was for "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cpst of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


$300,000 iiad been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one is for a statewide airport 


study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
l'/a years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30,1971. 


Gov. 
Ogilvie's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on .transportation and former 
under- 


secretary of transportation in former 
President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem .. . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. 
OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a. high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de- 


mand for the Chicago Metropolitan Area.

Urge Denial Of 
Arlington Park 
Motorcycle Race 


A standing room only crowd watched 


last night as the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission voted 10-2 to recommend de- 
nial of a special use permit for a profes- 
sional motorcycle race at Arlington Park 
Race Track Sept. 9. 


The motion to deny the permit was 


predicted on the commission's feeling 
that the race would create a nuisance 
and further that the petitioner had not 
fulfilled requirements of the special use 
permit. 


Thosu requirements include proving 


beyond a reasonable doubt that granting 
of the special use permit is necessary 
and desirable in the interest of public 
convenience and general welfare to the 
community. 


Tom Rivera, publicity director for Ar- 


lington Park told the commissioners the 
race track planned to make several mod- 
ifications in the running of this year's 
Yamaha Gold Cup Race. 


THESE INCLUDED operating lights 


along the backstretch of the track at half 
brilliance, limiting time trials to two 
hours before the start of the race, use of 
a chemical on the track to keep down 
dust and eliminating a motorcycle stunt 
act at the end of the race to shorten the 
overall time of the event. 


Rivera stressed the economic impor- 


tance of the motorcycle race to Arlington 


Park 
and 
the Village of Arlington 


Heights. Based upon a $90,000 gate at 
least year's race, Rivera estimated the 
village received about $2,700 in tax reve- 
nues. 


A number of residents and Robert C. 


Hultquist, acting city attorney for Roll- 
ing Meadows, spoke in opposition to the 
race. 


"The people of Rolling Meadows have 


always known Arlington Heights as the 
city of good neighbors," Hultquist said. 
"I would like on behalf of the Rolling 
Meadows City Council and the residents 
of Rolling Meadows to say that we are 
diametrically opposed, respectfully of 
course, to the Yamaha race." 


HULTQUIST CITED the noise prob- 


lem, the possible establishment of an un- 
fortunate precedent, the possible influx 
of what he called "undesirables" and the 
lighting problems as reasons for the 
city's objection. 


Frank Rebeck, president of the West-

Civic Association in Arlington 


Heights told the plan commission that his 
homeowners group objected violently to 
motorcycle races at Arlington Park. 
"The dirt is unbearable," Rebeck said. 


Arlington Park's request for the spe-

Campbell in 1968, is to report on all bids 
submitted for the land at the June 30 
hearing. He said yesterday he antici- 
pates negotiating for bids higher than $5 
million foi- the Howie site, although he 


expects to get less than that figure for 
Apple Orchard in Bartlett, another subdi- 
vision also being sold by the receivers. 


BASHWINER SAID he had been ad- 


vised by two major builders and devel- 
opers they intend to make offers for the 
Howie site, but first want to talk with 
Hoffman Estates village officials and the 
Teamsters Union Pension Fund to try to 
resolve circuit and federal court suits 
centering on the property. He also said 
he expects the obtaining of desired zon- 
ing from the village to be a requisite in 
any bid. 


Several bids for the two sites together 


already have been disclosed by Bash- 
winer, the highest being an $8.8 million of- 
fer. That offer came from Alexander 
Construction Co., and contained a 4-year 
payment 
clause. Campbell said that 


would be unsatisfactory, and has set a 
target of $10 million total for the sale of 
the two sites.

The Great Airport Crunch: Two More Will Be Needed 


As predictable as contrails over the 


Northwest suburbs an a'summer after- 
noon, Chicago Is going to need — unit get

A private consulting firm has been 


paid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen. 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M. Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbana consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 
; 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS REPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Airport Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not seen the 'report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages ... mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was tor "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


$300,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


tjhe Northern Illinois Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one is for a statewide airport 


study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
!J/2 years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30,1971. . 


Gov. Ogilvie's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation and former under- 
secretary of transportation in former 
President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own Consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The governor wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
•were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a. report solely 
on commercial needs "may not haye 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in'1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de- 


mand for the Chicago Metropolitan Area. 


—To determine whether and when ad-

Shoppers' Special Bus Will

The Shoppers' Special bus between the 


Jefferson Park CTA Terminal in Chicago 
and the Randhurst Shopping Center will 
make its last run June 17. 


The reason for cancellation was lack of 


enough riders to make the run self-suf- 
ficient, according to John T. Hanck, gen- 
eral 
manager and 
vice-president of 


United Motor Coach. Although daily ri- 
dership totals had been steadily increas- 
ing, the average was only about 100 ri- 
ders, or half the 200 needed to make the 
project pay for itself. 


Both the Randhurst Corp. and the Vil- 


lage of Mount Prospect had paid roughly 
$1.000 each to subsidize the bus through 
yesterday. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichcrt said yester- 


day that the village had to end its fund- 
ing of the bus because it "did not have a 
broad enough service base to be subsi- 
di/.ed by Mount Prospect." 


In the village, the bus came up North- 


west Highway to Main Street, where it 
turned north to go to Knndhurst. No side 
or secondary streets wore serviced be- 
cause United Motor Couch does not have 
routes from the Illinois Commerce Com- 


mission on these streets. 
' TEICHERT SAID the bus was worth- 
while in that it did supply additional data 
which will be of use when the village at- 
tempts to determine if public trans- 
portation within the village is a necessi- 
ty.

The Great Airport Crunch: Two More Witt Be Needed 


As pmllctnble ns contrails over the

A private consulting firm has been 


paid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen. 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M. Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbnna consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the uirport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officials were so anxious to have 


an airport report of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS REPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Airport Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not seen the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages ... mostly analy- 
tical information." 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has stopped active 
work' on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he ,said, 
adding that the contract was for "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 


The Parsons official confirmed that the 


$300,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois. Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one -is for a statewide airport 


study at a- cost of $540,000. The firm has 
IVi years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called IOT^ 
the completion in final draft by March 


30,1971. 


Gov. Ogilvie's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation arid former under- 
secretary of transportation in former 
'President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. OGILVIE, through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The governor' wanted to get under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de-

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Urge Denial Of 
Arlington Park 
Motorcycle Race 


A standing room only crowd watched 


last night as the Arlington Heights Plan 
Commission voted 10-2 to recommend de- 
nial of a special use permit for a profes- 
sional motorcycle race at Arlington Park 
Riice Track Sept. 9. 


The motion to deny the permit was 


predicted on the commission's feeling 
that the race would create a nuisance 
and further that the petitioner had not 
fulfilled requirements of the special use 
permit. 


Those requirements include proving 


beyond a reasonable doubt that granting 
of the special use permit is necessary 
and desirable in the interest of public 
convenience and general welfare to the 
community. 


Tom Rivera, publicity director for Ar- 


lington Park told the commissioners the 
race track planned to make several mod- 
ifications in the running of this year's 
Yamaha Gold Cup Race. 


THESE INCLUDED operating lights 


along the backstretch of the track at half 
brilliance, limiting time trials to two 
hours before the start of the race, use of 
a chemical on the track to keep down 
dust and eliminating a motorcycle stunt 
act at the end of the race to shorten the 
overall time of the event. 


Rivera stressed the economic impor- 


tance of the motorcycle race to Arlington 


Park and 
the Village of Arlington 


Heights. Based upon a $90,000 gate at 
least year's race, Rivera estimated'the 
village received about $2,700 in tax reve- 
nues. 


A number of residents and Robert C. 


Hultquist, acting city attorney for Roll- 
ing Meadows, spoke in opposition to the 
race. 


"The people of Rolling Meadows have 


always known Arlington Heights as the 
city of good neighbors," Hultquist said. 
"I would like on behalf of the Rolling 
Meadows City Council and the residents 
of Rolling Meadows to say that we are 
diametrically opposed, respectfully of 
course, to the Yamaha race." 


HULTQUIST CITED the noise prob- 


lem, the possible establishment of an un- 
fortunate precedent, the possible influx 
of what he called "undesirables" and the 
lighting problems as reasons for the 
city's objection. 


Frank Rebeck, president of the West- 


gate Civic Association in Arlington 
Heights told the plan commission that his 
homeowners group objected violently to 
motorcycle races at 'Arlington Park. 
"The dirt is unbearable," Rebeck said. 


Arlington Park's request for the spe- 


cial use permit will now be sent to the 
board of trustees with the plan commis- 
sion's recommendation of denial.

"If, may not 
be much money, but it will be worth tak- 
ing time to search records in the long 
run, and help other districts by exposing 
these excess charges." 


DURING THE past school year, total 


cost of text and library books to the dis- 
trict hens been about f!40,000, of which 
$800 of books have been purchased 
through Follett. 


According to Follett, insurance is auto- 


matically added to postage rates by com- 
puter, and the amount of insurance de- 
pends on the value of the books. 


"The minimum charge for insurance is 


20 cents per package," Follett 
said. 


"Freight service also has an automatic 
insurance rate added." 


Suffoletto said the insurance charges 


are not listed in Follett's catalog, and 
svouldn't have been discovered unless he 
decided to check the postage fees on a 
few invoices. Though Suffoletto places 
book orders, they are paid for by another 
department of the district. 


"What we need is a listing of how 


much the "books weigh and how much the 
transportation charges are on each in- 
voice so we can spot check the fees our- 
selves," said Suffoletto. "In next year's 
purchase orders we will specify that all 
book invoices include weight and all in- 
surance costs be borne by the vendor." 


SUFFOLETTO SAID the district is not 


out to hang vendors or to get out of pay- 
ing legitimate postage fees.

"We should have the right to deter- 


mine whether or not we want to take in- 
surance," he said. 


To make sure Follett's fees have been 


in line, Suffoletto plans to look over the 
past two years of invoices, and possibly 
send the company a bill for excess, fees.

The Great Airport Crunch: Two More Will Be Needed 


As predictable as contrails over the

A private consulting firm has been 


paid $300,000 by the State of Illinois for a 
mysterious airport study that only a 
handful of state officials have ever seen. 
In fact, top Springfield officials are una- 
ware it is finished. 


The airport feasibility study to deter- 


mine the need for a third major airport 
in Chicago was done by Ralph M. Par- 


sons Co. of Los Angeles in conjunction 
with an Urbona consulting firm last 
year. The project was authorized soon af- 
ter a City of Chicago analysis showed 
that the airport should be constructed on 
the floor of Lake Michigan. 


State officlalb were so anxious to have 


an airport repott of their own that no 
federal monies were sought to help pay 
for the document. 


And although the consulting firm has 


received payment in full from the state 
Bureau of the Budget, the report's con- 
tents remain as mysterious as in whose 
hands it now rests. 


The Parsons study isn't the first of its 


kind. Study upon study has been com- 
piled by researchers on the third Chicago 
airport during the last decade; and mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent by the 
City of Chicago and three states in 
a search — and a race — for the best 
site for the jetport. 


THE PARSONS REPORT, entitled 


Northern Illinois Airport Requirement 
and Feasibility Study, is the most elusive

to the public as well as high-ranking poli- 
ticians and aeronautics experts. 


The state director of aeronautics, Alan 


Landolt, says he has not seen the report 
but he believes it is completed. 


Jim Reed of the Bureau of the Budget 


in Springfield, who acknowledged the 
$300,000 payment, says the study is "in 
the rough draft stages . .. mostly analy- 
tical information," 


The Parsons project director in Los 


Angeles who compiled the documentation 
says, "we have submitted a great deal of 
information" to the state. 


Contacted in Los. Angeles, the project 


director said the firm has slopped active 


• work on the study since the first of the 
year. Parsons already "has expended 
the manpower for the job," he said, 
adding that the contract was for "labor 
and man-hours." 


He contends that Parsons absorbed the 


cost of finishing up the work. "We are 
awaiting consideration from the state on 
what next," he said. 
i The Parsons official confirmed that the 
$300,000 had been paid. 


The Los Angeles firm may incorporate 


the Northern Illinois Airport Study into 
another report awarded the firm by the 
State of Illinois, he said. 


This one is for a statewide airport 


study at a cost of $540,000. The firm has 
1% years to complete it. 


ACCORDING TO state documents, the 


Northern Illinois Airport Study called for 
the completion in final draft by March 


30. 1971. 


Gov. Ogilvlc's aides and the Depart- 


ment of Aeronautics have referred all 
questions regarding the study to John 
Robson, a special counsel to the governor 
on transportation and former under- 
secretary- of transportation in former 
President Johnson's administration. 


Robson said copies of the study "are in 


several state offices," but he does not 
have one of the documents. He called the 
study "a very complicated air traffic 
forecasting problem . . . we've had a lot 
of trouble getting it out." 


According to Robson, the information 


submitted to the state "is a sophisticated 
and complex approach," that will be re- 
viewed by state officials, including him- 
self, and a final copy will be released to 
the public. 


He would not give a date for the re- 


lease but speculated it may take several 
months. 


GOV. OGILVIE. through his chief 


counsel Robson, authorized the Northern 
Illinois Airport Study in 1970, after City 


of Chicago's own consultants produced 
feasibility studies showing that the lake 
airport was technically sound. Robson 
said several bids were received on the 
contract. 


"The governor wanted to gel under 


way real fast," said a high-ranking state 
official, who added that no federal funds 
were sought to help finance the $300,000 
bill because of the rush for the study. 


The study called for an analysis of fu- 


ture commercial airline needs in North- 
ern Illinois. 


The Parsons spokesman acknowledged 


the contract "was for commercial avia- 
tion exclusively." He said a report solely 
on commercial needs "may not have 
been the thing to do." 


According to state documents given to 


prospective consulting firms that might 
acquire the contract in 1970, the purpose 
of the study was threefold: 


—To examine future air traffic de- 


mand for the Chicago Metropolitan Area. 


—To determine whether and when ad-

Plan Outlines City Services For 1990

An important part of the proposed 


comprehensive plan for Des Plaines is 
made up of a shopping list of community 
facilities that will be needed to serve a 
population of 90,000 residents in 1990. 


New schools and classroom space, a 


new fire station, two branch libraries, a 
city hall and the expansion of several 
city departments are among the propos- 
als in the plan, prepared by Rolf C. 
Campbell and Associates. 


Recommendations are made in the fol- 


lowing areas: 


SCHOOLS: Population predictions in- 


dicate that a total of 90,000 residents 
here by 1990 will mean an increase of 
about 3,500 students for local schools, the 
proposed plan says.

lation of 15,700. That number, the plan 
says, represented about 27 per cent of 
the city's official 1970 population of 
57,239. 


"Future population projections for Des 


Plaines take into account the possibility 
that during the planning period the city 
might annex additional land," the plan 
says. 


"The assumption is also made that a 


large percentage of future residential 
construction will be in the form of me- 
dium density residential developments. 
Much of this type of development has oc- 
curred within the periphery of the down- 
town area and such a trend is expected 
to continue during the planning period," 
it says. 


' ' S i n c e such development (con- 


dominiums and apartments) typically 
generate fewer school-age children than 
do single-family residences, it is esti- 
mated that school age children will con- 
stitute a lower percentage of the total 
population in 1990 than 1970," says the 
plan. 


THE PROJECTED total school enroll- 


ment of 19,200 by 1990 includes 18,000 
public school students and 1,200 pupils in 
parochial schools. These totals reflect a 
predicted decline in the proportion of stu- 
dents attending parochial schools, the 
plan notes. 


If those projections are accurate, the 


percentage of the population represented 


. by school children would drop from • 27 
per cent in 1970 to 21 per cent by 1990, 
despite the actual increase by 3,500 in 


the number of students. 


"Rough estimates of the normal capac- 


ities within the existing schools indicate 
that an additional 700 students could be 
accommodated with present facilities," 
the plan says. 


"This leaves 2,800 of the total 3,500 ad- 


ditional students to be accommodated by 
1990. Based on the standard of a min- 
imum of 30 square feet per pupil and a 
maximum of 30 pupils per classroom, 
these additional 2,800 students would 
require 84,000 square feet of additional 
space, or approximately 90 new class- 
rooms," the plan says. 
' 


Two new schools, ope a junior high al- 


ready under construction in Elk Grove 
Township Elementary Dist. 59, are rec- 
ommended by the planners. The other, an 
elementary school, would be located in 
the area north of Central Road and east 
of Wolf Road in River Trails Elementary 
Dist 26. 


The two schools, "together with ex-

should accommodate future growth," the 
plan says.

LIBRARY: The Des Plaines Public Li- 


brary, a branch of the city government, 
should almost triple its facilities in the 
next 20 years to be able adequately to 
serve the needs of the population here by 
1990, the comprehensive plan says. 


The library, which the plan says re- 


sulted from an early Andrew Carnegie 
grant, moved to its present location at 
841 Graceland Ave., in 1957 and now has

In a letter distributed Wednesday in 


Des Plaines and other Maine Township 
grade schools, the council urged parents 
to request rejection by the city council 
Monday of a Forest petition to rezone 
property at 1717 Rand, adjacent to the 
school, so it can be used as a hospital 
facility. 


Forest spokesmen have said that no 


patients from the hospital — which is 
directly east of and adjacent to the 
school — have over interfered with stu- 
dents. By rezontng the 1717 Rand proper- 
ty, now used by the Des Plaines Funeral 
Home, Forest could provide a "desper- 
ately needed" adolescent treatment cen- 
ter and supervised workshop for handi- 
capped 
individuals, 
hospital 
officials 


have said. 


Residents at a PTA meeting May 23 


and a city council committee meeting 
May 29 expressed fears about future For- 
est expansion plans and the difficulties 
they said could be created if access to 
the school were blocked. 


The River Ridge council voiced "con- 


cern for the safety of our children as the 
school will be completely surrounded by 
the hospital, and patients as well as staff 
would have to cross property between 


buildings," in the latter sent to parents. 


ELEANOR NOVAK, 203-1 Pratt Ave., 


Des Plainos, president of the council, 
told the Herald yesterday tliul the organ- 
ization had done no research into the sit- 
uation before urging that the zoning be 
blocked. 


The council acted after only hearing 


"the North School part of the story," she 
said. 


Bonnie Glickman, North School PTA 


vice president, who presented her par- 
ent-trachcr group's views to the River 
Trail council, said yesterday that Forest 
plans to purchase all the land between 
the hospital and the funeral home — five 
private homes — cutting off all access to 
Rand and "surrounding" the school. 


She said these expansion plans had 


been explained to the North School PTA 
by Morris Squjrc, hospital administrator, 
at the May 23 PTA meeting. 


In an interview yesterday, Squire would 


not comment on the statement attributed 
to him about expansion, and- he would 
only say that the future plans were to 
"buy this one piece of property." 


In past statements, Squire has said he 


told the city plan commission once that 
he would not expand hospital facilities 
beyond what exists — a 1'13-bed hospital 
and several former private residences. 


But no guarantee, he has also said, can 


ever be given that the private hospital 
will not expand further, because the 
community the hospital serves is ex- 
panding and the demand exists for more 
services. 


SQUIRE ALSO said yesterday that it is 


untrue that the hospital plans to remove 
a path on the west side of the funeral 
home, which allows students access to 
the school.

Economic 
Recovery 
Predicted

A broad-based economic recovery, con- 


tinuing throughout 1972, is "pretty much 
in 
the bag." according to James 


O'Leary, vice chairman and economist 
(or the United States Trust Co. of New 
York 


O'Leary was one of the featured speak- 


ers at an economic forum yesterday in 
Des Plaines. 


The session, titled "the year ahead . . . 


prospects and pitfalls," was presented by 
the First National Bank of Des Plaines. 


O'Leary prefaced his bullish forecast 


with the note, "In spite of the fact that 
I feel quite optimistic, we always get sur- 
prises." 


The uncertainty of three or 
four 


months ago among businessmen and con- 
sumers Is being replaced by a new op- 
timism, he said, 


"We have now signs of broad-baaed ex- 


pansion," said O'Lcary. He cited first 
quarter reports on the Gross National 
Product (GNP) — total output of goods 
and services in the U.S. 


Based on early information, the coun- 


try should experience "at least a 15 per 
cent increase in the GNP this year, in 
real terms," said O'Leary. A $150 billion 
GNP Is within reach, he said. 


Prices should level off from the post- 


freeze bulge reported early this year, ac- 
cording to the economist. He predicts 
that price increases which serve as a 
"deflator" in terms of real notional out- 
put, will level off at a 4 per cent annual 
rate of Increase. 


Increased consumer spending and capi- 


tal investment as well as the continued

57,000 square foot of space. 


"Based on accepted standards, the pre- 


sent library facilities are in need of ex- 
pansion," says the plan, which recom- 
mends more volumes, floor space and 
seating capacity II says, the library had 
about 70,000 volumes last year, fully 
10.000 volumes above its capacity. 


"The extra 
10.000 are standing on 


areas not architecturally designed to car- 
r> such weight. Space must be allocated 
for a total of ItiO.OOO additional books. 
This would mean a total of 220.000 vol- 
umes over the next 20 years," the plan 
says 


The number of seats should be in- 


creased from last year's total of 100 to 270 
and square feet of floor space should be 
almost tripled from the present 15.600 to 
45.000. according to tho plan. 


"To meet these needs, two new branch 


libraries are recommended in addition to 
improvement of the existing facility." 
says the plan, which suggests the cast 
side of Mount Prospect Road just south 
of Golf Road and Maple Avenue south of 
Toithy Avenue as locations for the two 
branches.

CIVIC CENTER: A new city hall for 


DCS Plaines, expected to be under con- 
struction some time in the near future, is 
needed to consolidate present city offices 
spieacl out in four locations throughout 
the clountown area, the plan indicates. 


' ' T h e s e facilities are grossly in- 


adequate and insufficient to meet the 
needs of the city government of Dos 
Flames at this time, let alone in the fu- 
tine Gross inefficiencies result from the 
dispersal of decision making department 
heads and staff." says the plan. 


An eight-story city hall building has 


been planned just east of the present lo- 
cation at 1412 Miner St. Under present 
plans, half the floors would be owned and 
used by the eity. with the remaining 
floors owned and rented out by a private 
dci. eloper 


POLICE DEPARTMENT: The plan 


says present police facilities are in- 
adequate, a conclusion "choed late last 
year in a separate study performed by a 
management consulting firm. 


According to the plan, "more office 


space is needed to house the officers 
working on the various specialized addi- 
tional services which the department is 
being required to provide." 


The department, housed in city hall at 


U12 Miner, could be expanded by mov- 
ing the city treasurer's office and certain 
data processing equipment out of the 
1412 Miner building, the plan says. Ex- 
ten-ive remodeling would be required to 
convert the area to police use. More 
parking for police personnel also is 
needed, the plan says 


In addition, accordng to the plan, the 


city should expect to expand its police 
force ftom the present 81 sworn officers 
to about 120 policemen to meet law en- 
forcement needs of a city of 90,000. 


KIRK DEPAKTMENT: The plan rec- 


ommends expansion of tho present fire 
~tahon at Ashland Oakton stretts1 and con- 
struction of a fourth fire station on Cen- 
tral Road cast of Wolf Road on the city's 
north side The fire department recently 
mmed into its new headquarters at 405 
S River. The city's third presently is lo- 
cated at Thacker Street and Westgate 
Rojtl 


To maintain the current ratio of fire- 


men per l.ooo population, the plan says, 
SB men will have to he added to the fire- 
fighting force b) IOT. 


U'ATEK SYSTEM: The city's water 


distribution system, said by a recent en- 
gineering study to be inadequate and in 
need of abnut $2 million in improvc- 
menU aKo is mentioned in the proposed 
comprehensive plan 


It predicts annual water pumpage will 


rise from the current level of a little 
more than 2.6 billion gallons each year to 
about 3.7 billion gallons in 1990. 


The plan recommends replacing small- 


er mains in the downtown area and ad- 
ding a larger feeder line downtown to 
service planned high-rise apartment and 
office buildings. The size of distribution 
mains near the Northwest Tollway and 
north of the downtown area also should 
be enlarged, the plan says. 


In addition, the plan recommends an- 


other north side water storage tank and 
looping or all distribution mains to im- 
prove efficiency of the municipal water 
system.

SYSTEM: 
Much 
of 
Des 


Plaines' sewer system is made up of 
combined sanitary and storm sewer 
mains, causing sewage backups in some 
locations during heavy rainstorms, the 
plan says. 


Areas hardest hit by that problem, ac- 


cording to the plan, are those north of 
Perry Street, east of Gracoland Avenue, 
west of River Road and south of Rand 
Road; north of Touhy Avenue, east of 
Mannheim Road, west of River Road and 
south of Oakton Street; and north of 
Wille Road, cast of Elmhurst Road, west 
of Mount Prospect Road and south of 
Golf Road. 


The plan urges construction of major 


interceptor sewers toeliminate the com- 
bined sewers; interceptors to serve new- 
ly annexed areas north of the city; addi- 
tional trunk or lateral sewers to handle 
discharge from areas with flooding prob- 
lems; and special emphasis on increas- 
ing the capacity of the sewer system in 
the downtown area to handle greater 
loads from high rise buildings. 


To improve storm water drainage, in 


addition 
to separating sanitary 
and 


storm sewers, the city should require on 
site water sorage during rain sorms at 
new major office buildings as well as re- 
tention basins in ail new subdivisions.

boom in housing bouycd the economic 
outlook in the first quarter of this year, 
said O'Leary. The Federal 
Reserve 


Board's Index of Industrial Output is 
showing gains at an annual rate of 6 per 
cent and is a bellwether of economic 
gains, he added. 


Ticking off the list of leading indicators 


in the economy, O'Leary said most are 
rising rapidly. These include a pickup in 
corporate profits; a low backlog in In- 
ventories; increased government spend- 
ing; gains in employment and a leveling 
of unemployment levels; a slight gain in 
short term interest'rates; and a decline 
in the consumer price index. U.S. bal- 
ance of payments is an uncertain in- 
dicator. 


THREE PRINCIPAL forces can keep 


Iht-se indicators on the upswing, he said. 


"F i r s t the Federal Reserve Board 


is building up the liquidity positions of its 
members and the money supply contin- 
ues lo grow at an annual rate of 3'j per 
cent." he said, adding that the economy 
is beginning to take this "bait of easy 
credit." 


Second the federal deficit this year will 


reach an estimated $28 billion, compared 
to the *;39 billion projected earlier by the 
administration, O'Leary said. He noted 
the deficit could expand more rapidly 
next year — a sign that U.S. fiscal policy 
is perverse. 


Confidence is on the rebound, provid- 


ing the third mainstay for the economic 
recovery, he said. Predicting that a 
negotiated settlement will be reached in 
Vietnam before the November elections. 
O'Leary said "tlu's will provide a big 
surge in confidence." 


The whole spectrum of the economy 


will be affected by the expansion under 
way. he predicted. Corporate profits will 
be up IK per cent this year, after taxes, 
he predicted, back-tc-back with another 


large increase next year estimated at 12- 
13 per cent after taxes. 


THE HOUSING BOOM may lose steam 


in 1973, he forecasts. Housing starts for 
1972 are projected at 2.3 million. In 1973, 
1.7 million starts are expected. This will 
affect construction, home furnishings? 
appliances and other industries. 


This year's rapid economic expansion 


will reach a plateau by the end of the 
year or early 1973, predicted O'Leary. A 
decline in unemployment to the 5 per 
cent level is' in sight for early 1973. A 
slight recession by late next year or ear- 
ly 1974 is possible as the nation returns 
to restraint in monetary and fiscal pol- 
icy. 


The prime rate will probably move up 


to 6 per cent at the end of this year and 7 
per cent in mid-1973, according to the 
economist. This could mean a drain on 
savings accounts in banks and savings 
and loan associations where statutory 
ceilings limit the interest paid on these 
accounts. High grade corporate bond 
rates will rise early next year, he said. 
Mortgage rates are expected to remain 
stable.

Marilyn Lind, one of the mothers chap-

"It 
was a hard bump without warning, and 
we all knocked against the seats," she 
said in describing the impact in the sec- 
ond bus. 


"A few of the children cried when they 


realized what had happened, but they 
settled down after a while," Mrs. Lind 
said. She said she saw one girl with a 
gash under her chin and a boy who 
seemed to be in shock, but most were not 
seriously hurt. 


Hugh Candlin, who was visiting Anne 


Sullivan School at the corner of Palatine 
and Schoenbeck roads, was the first per- 
son at the accident scene. 


"I WAS COMING out the door when I 


heard a bang," Candlin said. "At first I 
didn't know what had happened; then I 
realized there had been an accident and 
saw the front of the second bus all crum- 
pled." 


He said he got someone to call the fire 


department. When he got back outside 
people were beginning to remove chil- 
dren frpm the bus, he said. 


Joan Meyer, nurse at MacArthur Ju- 


nior High School at Schoenbeck and Pal- 
atine roads, said she got to the accident 
before the ambulances arrived and be- 
gan to help the children who had to go to 
the hospital off the bus. 


"Some of the children had deep lacer- 


a l i e n s , but none appeared really 
serious," Mrs. Meyer said. She said none 
of the students was unconscious and all 
were able to walk off the buses. She 
added that she helped at least 20 children 
into the ambulances. 


The children not taken to the hospital 


wailed in the gymnasium of Anne Sulli- 
van School and watched a film until an- 
other bus from the Schaumburg Trans- 
portation Co. could be senl to pick them 
up. 


"We were going to the t'orest preserve 


to look at the birds and trees, eat lunch 
and play Softball," teacher Cindy French 
said. She said now the remaining chil- 
dren would go back to school and have 
their picnic there.
